So that this Adventure, I perceive did not ſucceed 
fo well. Og. O! beſt of all. Me. You have put me 
in courage again, for, as your Author has it, my 
heart was een ſunk into my Breeches. Og. After 
dinner we go to Church again. 44e. How durſt 
you do that, under a ſuſpicion of Sacrilege ? Og. 
It may be I was, but fo long as I did not ſuſlpe&t my 
{elf, all was well: a good Conſcience fears nothing : 
T hada great Mind to ſee the Record that the Yerger 
referr'd us too ; and after a long ſearch, at laſt we 
found it : but the Table was hung fo high , that 
a man muſt have good eyes to read it. Now 
mine arenone of the beſt, nor yet the worſt : but as 
Aldridge read, | went along with him : for I had not 
faith enough who!ly to relie upon him in fo impor- 
fant an Aﬀaiy. -.But were you fatisfy'd in the point 
atlaſt > Og. So fuily, thit I was aſtham'd that ever I 
| had doubted of it: every thing was made fo clear 
the Name, the Place, the very Order of the Pro- 
ceeding ; andinone word, there was nothing more 
ro be deſired. | | 


There was one Will;ayz (born at Paris) a man of 
general 
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general Piety, but moſt particularly induſtrious in 
mars together all the Reliques of Saints that - 
were to begotten over the whole World. This per- 

ſon, after he had travell'd ſeveral Countries, and 
takena View ofall Monaſteries,and T emples,where- 
ever he paſs'd, came at laſt to. Conftantinople, where 
2 Brother of his was at that time a Biſhop;who gave 
him notice, when he was preparing for his Return, 
that there was a certain Nun that had a quantity of 
the Mother Virgins Milk ; and that if any of it were 
to be gotten, either by Art, or for Love, or Mony, it 
would make him the happieſt Man in Nature; and 
that all the Reliques which he had hitherto colle&- 
ed, were nothing to'r. This ſame William never 
reſted till he had obtain'd the one half of this Holy 
Mzlk; which he valu'd above the Treaſure of an 
Empire. Me. No queſtion of it ; and a thing fo 
unexpected too.” Og. He goes ſtrait homeward, and 
falls fick upon the way. Me. As there's no truſt to 
human Felicity, either that it ſhall -be perfect or long 
liv'd ! Og.Finding himſelf in danger,he calls a French- 
2247 tO him 3 (his friend and fellow Traveller) makes 
him ſwear Secrefie,and then delivers him this Mzlk, 
upon Condition that if he gets home ſafe, he ſhould 
depoſite that Treaſure, upon the Altar of the Holy 
Virgin in the famous Church of Paris 3 that Church 
that has the Se:ze on each fide of it; as if the River 
ic ſelf gave place, in reverence to the Divinity of 
the Saint. Tobe ſhort, Wilam is dead and bury'd, 
the other takes Poſt,and he dies too; but finding him- 
{elf in extremity, he delivers the Milk to an Engl 
Nobleman, but under the ſtricteſt obligation imagi- 
nable, that the Counc ſhould ſo diſpole of ir as he 
himſelf would have done; the one dies, the other 
receives it, and puts it upon the Altar in the pre- 
ſence of the Canons of the place, who in thoſe days 
were 
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were ſtill called Regulars (as they are yet at S7, Ge- 
aoveve.) Upon his Requeſt, theſe | ns pak were 
prevail'd upon to divide the Milk with him, one 
Moyety whereof was carry'd into Exgland; and by 
him afterward depoſiced upon the Altar I told you 
of, as moved thereunto by a divine Impulſe. Me. 
Why this is a Story now that hangs handſomly toge- 
ther. Og. And to put all out of doubt, the very 
Biſhops names are fet down, that were authorized to 
grant Releaſes, and Indulgencies to thoſe that ſhould 
come to {ce it, according to the power to them gi- 
ven; but not without ſome obligation or other in 
token of their Veneration. Me. Very. good ; and 
how far did that power extend ? Og. To forty days. 
Me. Burt are there days in Purgatory? Og, There is 
Time there. Me. But when the ſtock of forty days 
is gone, have they no more to beſtow ? Og. Oh 
you miſtake the buſineſs ! for 'tis not here, as in 
the Tub of the Danazaes, which is always filling,and 
always empty 3 but here, take out as long as you 
will, there's never the leſs in the Veſſel. 44. Bur 
 Whar if they {hbould now give a Remiſſion for forty 
aays, to 100000 wen? has every one of them his 
proportion ? Og. All alike. 442. And ſuppoſe a 
man ſhould have forty days granted him in the 920ra- 
zag 3 have they wherewithal to give him forty days 
more at night 2 Og. Yes, yes, if it were ten times 
over every hour. Me. If I had but ſuch a device ac 
home, I ſhould not ask much to ſer up withal. Og. 
You might e'n as well withto be turn'd into a Golden 
Statue , and as foon have your asking. But to re- 
turn to my Hiſtory. There was one Argument ad- 
ded, which methought was of great Pity and Candor, 
which was, that tho' the /rrezas 211th in many other 
places, might challenge due Veneration, yer this was 
co be thz moſt eſteem'a,becauſe ir was fav'd as fel 
rom 
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from the Virgins Breaſts, without touching the 
ground ; whereas the other was ſcrap'd off from 
Rocks and Stones. 44e, But how does that appear ? 
Oz. From the very mouth of the Nun at Gonſtantime- 
ple, that gaveit. 4. And it may be ſhe had it from 
St. Bernard, Og.1 believe ſhe had. 24s. For he had 
the Happineſs to raſte the Milk of the ſame Breaſt 
that ſuck'd our Saviour: ſo that I wander he was 
not rather called La#:fluous than Mell;fluous. But how 
is that the Yzrgizs 241k that. did not flow from her 
Breaſts ? Og. It did flow from her Breaſts 3 but 
dropping upon the Rock ſhe ſat upon, it was there 
concreted ; and afterward,by Providence, multiply'd 
and encreas'd. Me. You ſay well, go forward now. 
Og. We were now upon the point of marching off 5 
bur ſtill walking and looking about us to ſee if there 
were any thing elſe worth taking notice of; and there 
were the Ghappel Officers again, learing at us,pointing, 
nodding, running up and down back and forward 
as if they would tain have ſpoken to us, but had 
not the face todo't. Ae. And did not your heart 
go pit-apat upon't ? Og. No, not at all; but on 
the contrary I lookt them chearfully in the very 
eyes; as who ſhould ſay, ſpeak and welcome. Ar length 
one of them comes to me, and asks me my name. I 
tell it him. Are zot you the #2an, ſays heythat 4 matter of 
two years ſince, ſet up a Votive-Table here in Hebrew 
Letters ? I told him I was that perſon. Me. Do you 
write Hebrew then? Og.'No, bur ler me tell you, 
they take every thing to be Hebrew they do not un- 
derſtand. By and by, comes, (upon calling I ſup- 
poſe) the nes76 #:25c, of the Colledge. Me. What 
Dignity is that? have they no £/bot > No. 2e, Why 
ſo? Og. Becaule they don't underſtand Hebrew. Me. 
Have they no Bithop ? Og. Neither.. 44e, What's 
the reaſon on't? Og. The Yirein is fo poor , on 
| [- 
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ſheis not able to be at the charge ofa Staff and Mitres 
for you muſt know the Price is extremely rais'd. Me. 
But methinks at leaſt they ſhould have a Pre/idenr. 
Og. No, nor that neither. Me. What hinders it ? Og, 
Becauſe a Preſident is a name of Dzgzity; not of 
Holineſs. And therefore the Colledges of Canons 
will haveno Abbots. Me.Bur this fame 11970» 5522, 
is a thing I never heard of before. Oz. You are 
but an eaſte Grammarian, I perceive, Me. I have 
heard of it indeed in Rhetor;que. Og. Obſerve me 
now, He that is next to the Pr:or,is the Poſterior Prior. 
Me. Yes the $ub-Prior. Oe. That man faluted me 
with great Courteſie, and then fell to tell me whar 
pains had been taken to read thoſe Verſes ; what 
wiping of Spectacles there had been to no purpoſe ; 
how often ſuch a Doctor of Law,and another Door 
of Divinity, had been brought thither to expound 
the Table. One would have the Character to be 
Arabick, another lookt upon't as a Shay, and to fig- 
nifie nothing at all ; but in concluſion, there was one 
found our that made a ſhift to read the Title, which 
was written in Latin and Rowan Capitals, The Greek 
Verſes, in Greek Gaprtals; which at firſt fight lookt 
like Rowaz. Upon their requeſt, I tura'd them word

of Reverence) I put it up in my Pocket. Me. Mayn'e 
-2 man fee it? Og. I'm not againſt it 3 but if you 
have eicher eat or drunk to day, or had to do with 
your Wife laſt night,I would not adviſe youto look 
upon't; Me. Shew me't however, and I'll ſtand the 
venture. Og. Why there 'tis then. Me. How hap- 
py -a man art thou now to have ſach a Preſent ? Og. 
Such a ane as it is, T would have you know, that I 
would not change it for the Wealth of the 1zazes. 
F1l ſet it in Gold, and put ir in a Cryſtal Caſe. Hyfte- 
7oprotos, when he ſaw me ſo over-joy'd at the fa- 
vour I had already receiv'd, began to think me wor- 
thy of greater 3 and askt me if I had ſeen the /7rg:ias 
ſecrets-> The expreſſion ſtartled me, and yer I durſt 
not ſo much as defire him to expound himſelf, for a 
bodies Tongue may ſlip in Holy matters as well as in 
Profane. However, I told him that I had not as 
yet ſeen 'em, and that I much defir'd to ſee them. 
I am carry'd in now, as one inan Extaſte 5 two Ta- 
pers preſently lighted, and an Image produc'd; of 
no great value for the bigneſs, matter or Workman- - 
ſhipz but of wonderful Virtue. Me. Ir is not the 
bulk that does the Miracle 3 yonder's Ghr:ftopher at 
Parts; there's a Wagon load of him, a very Coloſſus, 
nay,I might have ſaid a 2ouztarn, and yet I never 
heard of any Miracles that he wrought. Og. There's 
a Gemm at the feer of the Virgin, which the Latzzs 
and Greeks have not yet found a name for; the Frezch 
call it a Toadftoaze, from the reſemblance of a Toad 
in it: beyond any thing that ever was done to the 
Eife: and to make it the greater Miracle, it is but a 
little Stone neither; and the Image does not ſtand 
on'e, bur 'ris form'd in the very body of the Stone. 
Me, Perhaps people may phaniie the likeneſs 8 n 
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Toad in the Stone, as they do that of an Eagle, in 

the ſtalk of a Brake or Fern or as Boys do. butn- 

ing Mountains, Battles, and terrible Dragons in the 

Clouds. Og. Nay, for your ſatisfaQtion, one living - 
Toad is not liker another, 44z. Come, come, I have 

had enough of your Stories, you had beſt go with 

your Toad to ſome body elſe. Og. This hamour of 
yours Menedemus does not at all {trprize mes for if 
I my ſelf had not ſeen it with theſe eyes, (mark me; 

with theſe very eyes) if the whole Tribe of School- 

men had ſworn it to me,I ſhould never have believ'd 

em. But you are not curious enough, methinks; up- 

on theſe Rarities of Nature, 44, And why not 

curious enough ? becauſe I cannot be-per{waded: thar 


'Aſes fly ? Og. But do you not ſechow Nature enter- 


tzins her ſelf in the colours and ſhapes of all things 3 
and eſpecially of precious Stones? what admirable 
Virtues ſhe has:emplanted in: them; and incredible

| ledgment of them ? Tell me, would you ever have 


believ'd that Steel could have either been drawn;by

- if you had not ſeen it with your owneyes? Ae, Tru- 


ly I think I ſhould not , though ten A4-4/otles had 
ſworn the truth of it. Og. Do not pronounce all 


things to be fabulous then, chat you have not-found 


ſo by experiment. No we not find the figure ofthe 


Bolt in the Thunaer-Stone : Fire in the Garbuncles the 


Fjgure of Hazl,and the invincible coldneſs of it,(even 
25 if it were caſt into the Fire) in the Hazl-Stone:The 
waves of the Sea in the Emerald; the Figure of a 
S-4a-Grab in the Garctntas; of a Viper in the Eobrees; 
of a Gil:-head in the Scarttes ; of a Hawkin the Hie- 
yaclites; of a Granes Neck in the Geranites ? In one 
Stone, you have the eye of a Goat; in another, of a 
Hog ; in another, three human eyes together ; a0: the 

geo: * 
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Licophthalmus you will find the Eye of a Wolf, with 

four colours in't,fiery,bloudyzand black in the midele, 

encompaſſed with white, One Stone has the figure 
of a Beaxe in the middle; another the Trunck of a 
Treezand it burns like wood too 3 the Reſemblance of 
Ivy in another. One ſhews you the Beams of Lzght- 
3119, another looks as if there were a Flame in't ; and. 
in ſome Stones you ſhall find Spark/es ; the colour of 
Saffron, of-a Roſe, Braſs, the figure of an Eagle, a 
Peacock, an Asp, a Piſmire, a Bittle or Scorpion. Ic 
would be endleſs to purſue this ſuvje; for there is 
not any Element, living Creature or Plant, which 
Nature (as it were to ſport her (elf) has not given 
us ſome reſemblance of in Stones: Why ſhould you 
wonder then at this Story I have told you, of the 
Toad? Me:: I did not think Nature had had fo 
much ſpare time, as to divert her ſelf in drawing Pi- 
cures.

'Tis hard, I con- 
fels, bur well worch the pains. 44e. Proceed how, 
and finiſh what you have begun. Og. The man 
ſhew'd us next, certain Gold, and Silver Statues. 


* "This (Gays he) is ſolid Gold, chis only filver gilr; 
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and he tells us the Weight, the Price, and the Pre- 
ſenter of every piece. The Man then taking notice of 
the ſarisfation I found to fee the Virgin endow'd 
with io rich a Treaſiire, you are ſo good a man,

Yes, Thive ; I was three or four days 
ago'in 2T reating-houle, -#nd there was a'Fellow ſo 
ſtark ſtaring mad, rhat*rfey were juſt abour to lay 
him in Chains; T onfy this piece of wood ander 
bis Pillow (withouthisPeivity) hefell ints'a ſound 
ſleep; /and in the thorning;” roſe as ſober as ever he 
was in his life. Me. Bur b& ſure he was not drunk 2 
for fleepis the beſt remegy in the World for:thar di- 
ſeaſe. g.'Thisis nota ſubject Menedemrus for Raille- 
ry. Tis neither honeſt; ror ſafe tro make ſpore with 
the Saints: Nay, the Man- himſelf told 'me, char 
there was a Womarr appeir'd to him in his\Sleep, of 
an incomparable Beauty, that brought hini-a Cup to 
drink. 4e: Of Hellboje iemay be. Og. Thats uncer: 
tam, bur of a certainty, this man isin-his: Wits again. 
Ae, Didyou take no notice'of Thozas the Hrehbiſhup 
of Canterbury? Og. Yes fureI hope T didz* Tis one 
of the famouſeſt Pilgrinizzes in the World. Me, 
If it were nor a trouble to 'yon, I would fain hear 
ſomething of it. 'Og. Nay, tis'fo far from 'thar, that 
you'll oblige me in the heiring bf ic. 
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4 "EIS part of Exgland that looks toward France 


and Flanders, is called Kezt ; there are two Mo- 
naſteries in't, that are almoſt contiguous, and they 
are both BenediFins. That which bears the name 
of St. Auguſtine ſeems to me to be the Ancienter, 
* and that of Sr. Thomas I judge to have been the Sear 
> dof the Archbiſhop, where he paſt his time with a 
few Monks thathe made choice of for his Compa- 
* nions. As the Prelates at this day have their Pala- 
XZ ces near the Church, tho' apart from the Houſes of 
Z orher Canons: for in times paſt, both Biſhops, and 
Canons were commonly Monks,as appears upon the 
Record. Bur Sr. Thomas's Church is ſo eminent, that 
It puts Religion into a mans thoughts as far as he 
canſee ir : and indeed it over-ſhadows the Neighbor- 
hood, and keeps the light from other Religious Pla- 
ces. It has two' famous Turrets, thar ſeem in a man- 
ner to bid Viſttants welcome from afar off; and a 
Ring of Bells that are admir'd far and near. In 
the South Porch ſtand the Starues of three Armed 
Men that murther'd the Holy man, with cheir Names 
and Families. Me. Why had the Wretches ſo much 
honour done them ? Og. Ir is the ſame honour chzr 
is done to Judas, Pilate, and Gataphas, and the band 
of wicked Soldiers, whoſe Images and Pictures, are 
commonly ſeen upon the moſt magnificent Altars. 
Their names; I ſuppoſe, are there expreſs'd, tor fear 
fome body elſe hereafter ſhould have the glory of the 
Fact that had no title to'r;zand beſides they ſtand chere 
for a warning to Courtiers that they meddlenomore 
with Biſhops or Poſſefſions of the Church ; for thoſe 
three Ruthans ran mad upon the horrour of the Act, 
and had nevercome to themſelves again;f St.Thomas 
had not been mov'd on their behalt. 24. Oh! the 
infinite Cletmency of Mareyes! oe. The firit proſe. 
| 4 pe 
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{pe& upon entring the Church, is only the large. 
nefs, and the Majeſty of the Body of it 3 which is 
free to every one. Me. Is there nothing there to 
be ſeen then-? Og. Only the Bulk of the Structure, 
and the Goſpel of :codemus; with ſome other Books 
that are hung up to the Pillars ; and here and there 
a Monument. 44e. And what more? Oe. The Quire . 
is ſhut up with iron Gates, ſo that there's no en- 
trance 3 but the View is ſtill open from one end of 
the Church to the other, There's an Afcent to the 
Quire, of many ſteps, under which, there is a cer- 
tain Vault, that opens a Paſſage, to the North-/zde ; 
where we ſaw a wooden Altar that's dedicated to 
the Holy Virgin; a very little one,and only remark- 
able as a Monument of Antiquity, that ſtill re- 
proaches the Luxury of following Ages. 'There it 
was that the good man upon the point of death is 
ſaid to have taken his laſt leave of the Virgin. Up- 
on the Altar, there's a piece of the Blade with 
which that Reverend Prelate was kill'd; and part 
of his Brains, which the Aflafſins daſh'd together, 
and confounded, to make ſure work on't. We did 
with a moſt Religious |ſolemnity kiſs the ſacred 
Ruſt of this Weapon, for the Martyrs ſake. From 
hence, we paſt down into a Vaule under ground, 
which had its Officers too. They ſhew'd us firſt the 
Martyrs Skull, as it was bor'd through ; the Top of 
it we could come at with our Lips, but the reſt 
was cover'd with Silver. They itew'd us alſo a Lea- 
den Plate inſcribed, Thoxzas Acrenſis, and there are 
hung up in the dark, Shirts, Girdles, and Breeches 
of Haircloth, which he us'd for Mortification 3 it 
would make a man ſhrug to look upon 'em - nor 
would the Eftzminacy of this age endure them. 
Me. No, nor the Monks neither perhaps. Oe. I 


- can ſay little co that point, nor does it concern me. 
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Me. Bat this is all Truth however. Og. From hence 
we return'd to the Quirez upon the: Vorth/zae they 
unlock a private place; it is incredible what a world 
of Bones they brought us out of it, Skulls, Shins, 
Teeth, Hands, Fingers, whole Arms, which wich 
great Adoration we beheld and kiſs'd; and there 
would have beenno end, if ic had not been for one 
of our Fellow-travellers, who indiſcreetly enough, 
interrupted the Officer in-his buſineſs. Me. Whar - 
was he ? Og. An Englih man, one Grattan Pull : (as 
I remember) a Learned and a Religious man, but not 
ſo well affected this way as I could have wiſht him. 
Me. Some Wickiifift, perhaps. Og. No, I think not, - 
but I found by him that he had read his Books 3 how 
he came by 'em I know not. Me. And did not your 
Officer take with of him? Og. He brought us 


out an Arm with fleſh upon'r, that was till 
bloudy 3 and he was ſo ſqueamith forſooth, that he 
made a mouth at it when he ſhould have kifsd it. 
Whereupon the Officer ſhut up all again. From 
hence we went to ſee the Table, and the Orna- 
ments of the Altar ; and after that, the Treaſure 
that was hidden under it, If you had ſeen the Gold; 
and Silver that we ſaw, you would have lookt upon 
AMiaas and Greſus as little better than Baggars. Me. 
And was there no kiffing here ? Og. No; but me- 
thought I began to —_ my Prayer. Me. Why 
what was the matter? Og. I was e'n upon wiſhing 
that I had bur ſuch Reliques as I ſaw there, at home 
in my own Coffers. Me. A moſt Sacrilegious with! 
Og. I do confeſs it; and I'do aflure you Iaskt the 
Saint forgiveneſs for't before I went out of the 
Church. Our next Remove was into the Yeſtry, 
Good God | What a Pomp of rich Veſtmeats ? 
Whara Provifſion of golden Candleſticks did we fee 
there? and there was St, TMmas Crooks jt lookt 2 
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like a Reed cover'd over with a Silver Plate; ithad 
neicher Weight nor Art, and about ſome three foot 
and half high. 24e, Was there never a Groſs ? Og. 
Not that I ſaw. There was a filk Gown, but it was 
courſe and plain, without either Pear], or Embro- 
dery; and there was a Handkerchief of the Saints, 
which was ſtill (weaty and bloudy. Theſe Monu- 
ments of antient Thrift we kiſsd moſt willingly. 
Ze, But do they ſhew theſe Rarities to every body? 
Oz. Oh bleſs me! no ſuch matrer I warrant ye. Ae. 
How came you then to have ſuch credit with them ? 
Og. I had ſome acquaintance, ler me tell ye, with 
Archbiſhop Warrez ;, and.paſs'd under his recommen- 
dation. Me. A man of great Humanity, they ſay. 
Og. You would take him for Humanity it ſelf, if 
you knew him. A Perſon of that exquiſite Learn- 
ing, that Candour of Manners, and Piety of Life, 
that there is nothing wanting in him to make him a 
moſt accomplitht Prelate. From hence, we are car- 
ry'd yet farther; for beyond the High Altar, there 
1s ſtill another Aſcent, as if it were into a new 
Church. We were thewn in a certain Chappel there, 
.the whole face of the Good man, all gilt, and ſet our 
- with Jewels; where,by an unexpected miſchance,we 
had like to have ſpoil'd the whole buſineſs. 22. 

My 
friend Grat:az loſt himſelf here extreamly. After a 
ſhort Prayer, Good Father, (fays he to the Afſiſtanr 
of him that ſhew'd us the Reliques) I have heard 
that Thomas, while he livid, was very Charitable to 
the Poor; is it true or not ?

Relief of her wretched Family. The Afliſtant of the 
Golden head making no Reply; I am fully perſwa- 
ded ſays Gratian (as he is ſodain) that the Good 
man would be glad at's hearc (tho' in the other 
World) that the Poor in this ſhould be ſti!l che 
becter for him. The Officer,upon this,fell to frowning, 
powting, and looking at us as if he would have eaten 
us: and I am confident, if it had not been for the 
Archbiſhops Recommendation, we had been raill'd- 
at, ſpit upon, and thrown out of the Church:but 1 did 
however what I could,to pacifie the man;we told him 
Gratian was a Droll, and all this was but his way of 
fooling. So that with good words, and a little Sil- 
ver, I made up the quarrel. 44, I cannot but ex+ 
ceedingly approve of your Piety, and yet when I con- 


' {ider theinfinite Expence upon Building, Beautify- 


ing, and Enriching of Churches, I cannot in cold 
thoughts but condemn the unmeaſaurable exceſs. Not 
but that I would have magnihcent Temples ; and 
ſuch Veſtments, and Veſlels, as may ſupport the 
Dignity of a ſolemn Worlhip; but to have ſo many 
Golden Fonts, Candleſticks, and Starues ; ſuch a 
Profuſton upon Organs, and Church Muſique, while 
our Brethren,and che Living Temples of Chriit, are 
ready to perith for want of Meat and Lodging ; this 
1s a thing I cannot allow of by any means.

French man, and they would have two Sols for his 
paſſage 3 (for that they'll have if they carry one but 
a Boats length) the fellow pleads poverty ; and 
they in a frolick would needs ſearch him. Upon 
the examining of his Shooes, they find ten or twelve 
pieces of Silyer that were there concealed ; they 
made no more ado, but kept the Mony, and laughc 
and raill'd at the Frezchwar for his pains.

11az was in choler upon'r, and turning to me, What 
a Devil, ſaid he, world theſe Brutes have ? If we ſub- 
ant to kiſs therr Shooes, by the ſame reaſon we may be 
brought 1 time to kiſs thetr Arſes too. T pitied the poor 
Wretch, and gave him a ſmall Charity ro com- 
fort him. 44. In my opinion Gratiaz was not an- 


gry without a cauſe; I ſhould not diſlike the 


preſerving old Shooes, and Garments , as an in- 
ſtance of the Moderation of our Fore-fathers, but I 
am abſolutely againſt the forcing of people to kiſs 
em. He that is fo zealons as to do it upon that ac- 
count may be lefc to his liberty. Og.Not to diſſemble 
the matter chink it were better ler alone,than done; 
but in caſe of what cannot be mended on a ſodain, 
it is my cuſtom to make the beſt on'cr. How much have 
I been pleas'd with this Contemplation, that a good 
man is like a ſheep, and a. wicked like a harmful 
Greature! The Viper, tho' ir cannot bice when 'ris 
dead, yet the very corruption, and the ſmell of it 
15 miſchievous z whereas a Sheep, while it lives, feeds 


us with its Milk ; cloaths us with ics Wooll ; and 


fattens our ground with its very Ordure, and' when 
*ris dead,it ferves us ſtill with Mutton and wich Lea- 
ther. In like manner, men that are furious, ana given 
r0 their Luſts, while chey live, they are troubleſome 
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to all, and when they are dead, what with thenoife 
of Bells, and the pomp of their Funerals, they are 
ſtill a Vexation to the Living , and ſometimes to 
their Succeflors , by cauſing new Exactions 3 but 
. the good man makes himſelf Profitable in all re- 
fpectts to the whole World. As this Saint by his 
Preſident, his Learning, and his good Counſel, invi- 
ted 21] men to Piety z he comforted the friendleſss 
aſſiſted the needy, and if it were poſſible, he does 
more good now he is dead, than he did living : 
He built this magnificent Church, and adranc'd the 
Authority of the Prieſthood all over Exglazd ; nay, 
and with this very - fragment of his Shooe he main- 
tains a Conventicle of poor men. Me. This is cer- 
tainly a pious Contemplation 3 bur ſeeing you are 
of this mind, I wonder you ſhould never go to ſee 
St. Patrick's Den, of which the World tells ſo many 
wonders, which I muſt confeſs are no Articles of 
my Faith. Oe. Take my word for'r, friend, all the 
Prodigious things that ever you heard of it, fall ſhort 
of the Truth. Me, Why, were you ever in't then?

Hart's the reaſon, I wonder,that peo- 

ple will never be gotten out of 

L1ons under two or three days ſtay 

there? for when I am once upon 

$3 the way my ſelf, I can never be 

quiet till I come to my journeys 

end. Gu. Now dolI rather wonder that people can be 
gotten from thence at all. Be. Why ſo ? Gu. Becauſe 
*tis the very place where the S:rexs charm'd Hl es 
and his Mates ; or 'tis at leaſt the Moral of that Fable, 
When a man is there at his Inn, he's as well as if he 
were at his own houſe. Be, Why what's the way on't 
then? Gs, The women are very handſom there, and 
the Table neyer without one of 'em to ſeaſon the En- 
tertainment z and with ingenious, and innocent hw 
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lery to keep the Gueſts in good humor. Firſt came 
the Miſtreſs of the-Houſe,and bad us welcome ; and 
then her Daughter,a very fine woman,and of fo prer- 
ty a Kind of Wir and Faſhion,thart it was impoſſible 
to be Gd while ſhe was in the Company: And you 
are not received there like ſtrangers neither ;' bur as 
if you were familiar Friends and old acquaintances 
the firſt minute you (ee one another. Be. Oh I know 
the Frexch way of Civility very well. Gz. Now 
becauſe they could not be always with us, (what 
with bufinefs, and what out of reſpect to their other 
Lodgers) when the Daughter left us, we had to 
ſupply her place till ſhe could return, a Laſs that was 
fo well inſtructed'in the Knack of Repartees, ſhe had - 
2 word for every body, and no Conceit came amiſs 
to her, (the Mother you muſt know was ſomewhar 
in years.) Be. Well but how were you Treated all 
"this while ; for Stories fill 'no Bellies > Gu. Truly 
fo} ny and fo cheap that I was amazd at ir. 
Ajd then ter Dinner, we chatted away the time fo | 
merrily, that T was ſtillat home merchought. Be. And 
how went matters in your Chambers? Gs. Why 
there we had the Girls about us again, gigling and 
toying, with a thouſahd Ape-tricksz and their main 
bulinels was to know what Linnen we'had to waſh: 
In one word,they were all Females thatwe ſaw there, 
fave only in the Stablez and we had em theretoo 
fome times. Upon our coming away, they could nor 
have'ſhew'd more Aﬀection and Tenderneſs at part- 
ing if we had been their own Brothers. Be. This 
"Mode 'may do well enough in Frazce; but the man- 
ly way of the Germans methinks pleaſes me better. 
#, I never was in Germany, wherefore pray let's 
know how 'tis there. Be. I can tell you for as much 
on't as1 ſaw ; but how 'tis in other parts of Ger- 
many, I can ſay little. - Mine Hoſt never —_ - 
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Gueſt, for fear he ſhould be thought eo have ſome 
Deſign upon him, which is lookt upon as below the 
Dignity and Gravity of a German. When ye have 
call'd a good while at the gate, the Maſter of the 
Inn puts his head out of the Stove-window, like a 
: Tortoiſe from under his ſhell (for till the Summer- 
Solſtice they live commonly in Stoves.) Then does 
he expect that you ſhould ask him if there be any 
lodging there : If he makes you no anſwer, you may 
cake it for granted there isz and-if you enquire for 
- the Stable, without a word pearing, he points you 
'to't, and there you may go and Curry your own 
Horſe as you pleaſe your ſelf, for there are no Ser- 
vants there to do that office, unleſs it be in an Inn of 
extraordinary -note 3 and then you have one to ſhew 
you the Stable, and a ſtanding for your Horſe,but in- 
commodious enough, for they keep the beſt places . 
for Nobletnen,as they pretend, that are yet to come. 
If you fault any thing, they tell you at next word, 
Yad beft look out another Inn, In their great Towns 
there's hardly any Hay to be got, and tis almoſt as 
dear too as Oats. When you have dreſt your Horſe, 
you come whole into the Stove, Boots, Luggage, Dirt 
and all ; for that's a common Room for all comers, 
Gu. Now 'in Frazce you have your Chamber pre- 
{ently appointed you 3 where you may change your 
Linnen; Clean, Warm,or reſt your ſelf,as you pleaſe. 
Be. There's nothing of that here; for in this Stove 
you put off your Boots, D'on your Shoes, .change 
your Shirt, if you will 3 hang up your Cloaths, or 
ſer your ſelf a drying. *If you have a mind to:waſh, 
the water's ready ; but then you muſt have more wa- 
ter to fetch off the Dirt of that. Gy. I am clearly for 
' theſe w2anly people (as you call 'em.) Be. if you 
come in at four Afternoon, you muſt not expect to 
Sup before A:ze or Ten, Gu, What's the reaſon pf 
wY that 
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that? Be. They never make any thing ready till 
they ſee their whole Company, that they may have 
but one work on't. Ga. For brevity fake. Be. Right; 
So that you ſhall have betwixt fourſcore and an hun- 
dred perſons ſometimes in thedame Stove:Horſe and 
Foot, Merchants, Mariners, Wagoners, Husband- 
men, Women and Children, Sick and Sound. Gr. 
Why here is the true Convert (or Ganobinmn ) 
then. Be. One's combing of his Head, another wip- 


ing off his Sweat, a third cleanſing of his Boots, 


or Hob-nail-Shoes ; others. belching of Garlick : 
Without more adoe, the Confuſion of Bahel,for Men 
and Languages, was nothing to this. | If they ſee any 
Stranger, that by his Train and Habit looks like a 
man of Quality, they ſtand gaping at him as if he 
were an Affricaz Monſter: nay when they are ſer at 


'the Table, and he behind 'em, they'l be (till looking 


back at him, and ſtaring him in the face till they 


forget their Suppers. G#z. There's none of this 


gazing at Rowe, Paris, or Ventce, &c. Be. Take 
notice now, that 'tis a mortal\ſ{in to call for any 
thing. Whea 'tis fo late that there's no hope of any 
more Gueſts, Out comes ye an old gray-bearded Ser- 
vant, cloſe cropt, with a ſoure crab'd look, and in a 
ſordid Habit. Gu. He would make a good Cupbearer 
to a Cardinal. Be. He over-looks the place ; and 
counts to himſelf the number of the Gueſts; and the 
more Company, the more fire he puts in the Stove, 
though they were half ſmother*d before : For *tis2 
roken of reſpe& ro ſtew the people into a ſweat.

Ac laſt,in comes 
the Wine,and Wine that for the fharpneſs and ſubtle- 
ty of it, is fitter for a Schoolman than for a Tra- 
veller ; none of your heady fuming Drink,I warranc 
ye.

they'll give ye a look, without ſpeaking a word, as 
if they would murther ye. If you pres it farther 
they'll tell you preſencly, here have been fuch and 
fuch Gounts and Margquiſes, that found no faulr with 
this Wine : If you don'c like it, y'ad beſt mend your 
ſelf elſewhere.

- ſprinkle themſelves with it, and others to drink of 
it. - Youareloath, I perceive , to leave this place : 
But let's go onand 1'le ſhew you a ſquare wall'd 
Garden here beyond, that's betrer worth your ſee-_ 
ing. After Diuner wee'l view what's within dores , 
for till towards Evening 'twill be ſo hot , there's no 
looking out of our fhels. Tz. Bleſs me, what a de- 
licious Proſpe&t 1s here! Eu. And fo it ought 
to be, for this Garden was delign'd for Pleaſure, but 
for Honeſt Pleaſure ; the Entertainment of theSight, 
the Smell, and the Refreſhment of the very Mind.

And fo every other herb 
has ſomthing in the Title, to denote the particu- 
lar Virtue of the Plant.

. Ir is the Ornament, the Relief; and Security of the 
whole Garden. But for this C:tern here that with 
ſo much fatisfaftion to the Eye, waters the whole 
Ground in Chanels at ſuch equal diſtances, that it 
ſhows all the Flowers over again, as in a Looking- 
glaſs; thisCi/tern, I ſay, is it of Marble > Eu: Not 
a word of that, I prithee.

' mour takes me, Tz. Thoſe ſpeckled particolour'd - 
Pillars there, are not-they Marble > Eu. Out of the 
fame Quarry with the Ciſtern. Ti, "Tis a pretty 
Cheat ; 1 ſhould have ſworn they had been Marble. 
Eu. 'Tezke it for a Warning then that you ſwear no-- 
thing raſhly, for you ſee how a man may be mi- 
ſtaken. What I want in my Purſe, I am fain to 
ſupply with Invention. Ti. And could ye not content 
our ſelf with ſo neat and well-finiſh'd a' Garden in 
Subſtance, without more Gardens in Pi&ure, over 
./ and above? Ez.. Firſt, one piece of Ground will 
not hold all Sorts of Plants. Secondly ; *T'is a dou- 
| ble pleaſure to compare painted Flowers with: the 
Life. In the one we Contemplate the admirable 
work of Nature : In the other, the Skill of the 
Artiſt; and in beth, the Goodneſs of God, who 
gives us all things for our uſe, and ſhews himſelf 
tobe Wonderful and Amiable rogether. And laſtly 
the painting holds freſh and green all the W inter 
when the Flowers are dead, and wither'd. Ti. But 
; what ſweetneſs is there in a Picture? Eu. Conk{i- 
- der on the other {ide that it requires no dreſſing. 
Ti. Itonly delights the Eye. Eu. But their tis beau- 
- tiful inall Seaſons. T3. Pictures themſelves grow old. 
Eu. They do fo, but yet they loutlive us; _—_— 
tat 
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that Whereas we are the worſe for Age, they are 
the better for't.. 7. That's too' true, if it could 
be otherwiſe. Ez. Theſe walks ſerve me to many 
purpoſes. In one of them 1 take the benefit of the - 
Morning-Sun. In another, I take Sanftuary againſt 
the Heats of the Meridian, and refreſh my ſelf inthe 
cool of the ſhade. And in the Third T fit airing my 
{elf ſometimes. But if you pleaſe, we'l rake a view of 
*em nearer hand. See how green *tis under foot ; and 
ye have the beauty of painted Flowers in the very 
Chequerings of the Pavement, Here's a Wood now 
in Freſco ; there's a ſtrange variety of matter in't; 
ſo many 'Trees, and but one of a ſort ; and all ex- 
preft to the Life : And ſo for the Birds too, eſpe- 
cially if any way remarkable : As for Geeſe, Hens 
and Ducks, they are not worth the drawing. Un- 
derneath, are Four-footed Creatures, or ſuch Birds 
as live upon the ground, and keep them company. 
Ti The Variety indeed is wonderful, atd every 
thing in A#:o2; either doing, or imitating ſome- 
thing. "There's an Owl its peeping through the 
Leaves, with a Label in her mouth. What fays ſhe? 
Eu. She's an Athenian her ſelf, and fo ſpeaks Greek : 
ewpeg ve, fays ſhe, s may lamwu. Be wiſe, I do not 
fly to all. She bids us do nothing raſhly. There*san 
Eagle Quarrying upon a Hare, and a Bittle inter- 
ceding, but to no purpoſe. The Yen, that mor- 
tally hates the Eagle, ſeconding the Bittle. Tz. That 
Swallow, what has ſhe got in her ;mouth 2 Ey. A 
Leaf of Celendine ; ( don't you know the Plant ) 
ſhe cures the Eyes of her young ones with it. Tz. 


| What an odd kind of Lizard is there? Ex. Youre 


miſtaken, *tis a Chameleon. Ti. Not the Chameleon 
there's ſo much talk of, I took that for a beaſt 
twice as big as a Lyon, The name on't is twice as | 
long too. Eu. This Chamelem is always hungry 
” —_ 4 ROO _: oo 
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' and gaping; eſpecially near a wild Fig-tree, for 
that's his Averſion. He's otherwiſe harmleſs, and 
yet the little Creature has Poyſon in him, Tz. I 
do not find that he changes his Colour. Ey. But 
if you faw him change his place you would ſee 
him change his Colour too. Ti- What's the mean- 
ing of that Piper? Ev. Don'tyou ſee a Camel 
dancing there hard by 2 Ti. A very pleaſent Phan- 
cy truly, the Ape whiſtles and the Came! dances. 
Ex. It would aſk at leaſt three days to runthorough 
the particulars one by one- So that we had better 
take ſome other time for that, and content our ſelves 
with what we have had for the preſent. You have 
here all forts of famous Plants, deſcrib'd according 
to Nature, and ( to encreaſe.the wonder Jthe ſtrong- 
eſt Poyſonsin the World, which ye may both look 
upon and handle without any danger. Ti. Here's a 
Scorpion : they are common in Iraly, and very -miſchie- 
vous, but rarely ſeen here: Has the Painter given 
it the true Colour 2 Ev. Why do ye ask ? T3. This 
Is to00 pale methinks 5 for thoſe in I-aly are blacker. 
Ex. Do you know the Plant it's falln upon 2 'Tz. 
| Notvery well. Ez. That's no wonder, for we have 
none of it in theſe Parts. They call it Woolf bane, 
fo dealy a Poyſon, that upon the very touch of it, 
a Scorpion preſently turns pale, is ſtupified and 
overcome. But then when he is wounded with one 
Poyſon he finds his remedy in another ; and if he 
can but get to the Mhite Helebore, he recovers. 
Thoſe Plants there, are the two ſorts of Helebore. 
T;. This Scorpion is undone then, for he is never 
like to remove from the place where he is. But 
do your Scorpions ſpeak here ? Eu. Yes, and they 
our Greek, too. Ti. What does he fay? Ex. 
vpa Osd; 729 dAirpy. God hath found out the Guilty. 
Now here in the Graſs, you haveall kinds of Ser- 
pents 
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| pents. Here's the Baſilisk, that*s not only terrible 
Fr his poyſon, but the very Flaſh of his Eye is Mor- 
tal. Ti. And does not he fay ſomthing too ? Ex. 
Yes; and his word is Oderint, dum Metuant, Let 
them hate me, ſo they fear me. Ti. Spoken like an 
Emperor. Eu. Like a Tyrant you mean. Now for 
a Combat betwixt a Lizard and a Viper : and there 
again lies a Snake, (the Dipſes } upon the Catch, under 
an Eftrich Egg-ſhell. You come now tothe whole 
Polity of the Ants (that induſtrious Creature, which 
we are calld upon to imitate, by Authors both 
Sacred and Prophane.) And here are your Indian 
Ants that both Carry Gold, and Hoard it up. Ti. 
Good God, how is poſſible for any man to be wea- 
ry of this Entertainment! Eu. And yet ſome other. 
time you ſhall ſee Tle give you your Belly full owt. 
Now before ye, at a good diſtance, there's a third 
wall, where you have Lakes, Seas, Rivers, and all 
ſorts of choice Fiſhes. Here's the Nile , and a Dol- 
phin grapling with a Croeadile. "The natural Friend 
of Mankind with our greateſt Enemy. Upon the 
Banks and Shores, ye ſee ſeveral Amphibia, as Crabs, 
Seals,Beavers ; Here's a Polypus carcht in an Oyfer 
Ti. And what is't that he fays ? a! poy 4199 mar, The 
Taker taken. Ti. "This water is rarely done. Eu. If 
it were not we ſhould have needed other Eyes.Look 
ye ; there's another Polypus, ſee how he cuts it away 
above water like a wherry ; and there lyes a Torpedo 
upon the ſand (both of a colour ) you may touch 
*em here without any ſort of danger. Bur let's to 
ſomething elſe ; for this feeds the Eye , but not the 
Belly. Tz. Is there any more to be ſeen then? Ex. 
Wee'l look into the Backſide by and by . Here's 
an indifferent fair Garden cut into two. -'The one's 
for the Kitchin,and that's my Wives, the other is a 
Phiſique Garden, Upon the lefr hagd, you have an 
open 


Meadow enclofed with a Quickſet Hedg. 
There do I take the Air ſometimes, and divert my 
lf with good Company. Upon the Right-hand 
there's a Nurſery of Forreign Plants, which I have 


brought by degrees to endure this Climate. Bur 


theſe things you ſhall ſee ar better leiſure. Tz. The 
King himſelf has nothing like ye. Eu. At the end 
of the upper Walk, there's an Aviary, which PFle 
ſhew you after Dinner. And among the Birds you'le 
ſee as great a Diverſity of Humors as of Plumes 
and Notes : For they have their Kindnefles and their 
Feuds as well as we. And then they're ſo tame 
and familiar, that when I'm at Supper, they'll come 
fying in at the Window to me at the very Table,and 
eat for Company. When they-ſee me there upon 
the Draw-bridge (talking perhaps with a Friend, or 
ſo) they'll fit ſome of them obſerving and heark- 


ntig, others fluttering about me, and lighting upon ' 


my Head or my Shoulders, without any ſort of 
Fear, for they find that no body hurts *'em. Ar 
the further end of the Orchard, I have my Bees, 
which is a Sight worth your Curioſity. But Tl 
keep that in reſerve for yetill by and by. 


Servant. My Miftriſs bids me tell you, Sir, tha* 
Dinner will be ſpoil'd. E#. A little Patience, tell 
her, and we come. Let's waſh firſt, my Maſters, 
that we may bring clean hands to the Table, as 
well as clean Hearts: the very Pagans ugd a kind 
of Reverence in this Caſe ; how much more then 
ſhould Chriſtians do it ; if it were but in Imitation 
of that ſacred Solemnity of our Saviour with his 
Diſciples at his laſt Supper ? The waſhing of the 
Hands is but an Emblem of purging the Mind. And 
folong as there is any Uncleanneſs in the one, or any 


Envy or Raneour in the other, we ought not te 
uſfurp 


- 
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upon the Bleffings of- the "Table : 'The very 
os the founder, the Meer the wholſomer for 
a purified Mind. Ti. Moſt undoubtedly. Ev. Itis 
evident from ſeveral Inſtances in rhe Scriptures, that 
it was the PraCtice of our Saviour to blefs the 'Ta- 
ble, both before and after Meat. Wherefore, if 
you pleaſe, Fle ſay you a Grace that St. Chryſoſtome, 
in one of his Homilies, commends to the Skies, and 
he himſelf was the Interpreter of it. Ti. Pray'e do. 


| Bleſſed be thou, O God, who haſt ſuſtained us from 
our Youth, and provideſt Food for all Fleſh : Fill our 
Hearts with Foy and Comfort, thus partaking abundantly 
of thy Bounties, we may likewiſe abound. in all good 
Works, through Jeſus Chriſt ow Lord; to whom with 
thee and the Holy Gheſt, be Glory Honour and Power, 
World without end, Ti. Amen. : 


Eu. Sit down now, and let every man take his 
Friend next him. The firſt Place is yours, Timothy, 
in the Right of your Grey Hairs. Tr. The only 
thing in the World that gives me a Title to't. Eu. 
We can judge but of what we ſee, and muſt leave 
the reſt to God. Sophronius, keep you cloſe to 
your Principal.

I would have him in eve- 
ry Drop, and- Morſel that we Eat, or Drink ; but 
principally in our 'minds. ' And the better to fir 
us for the reception of ſo Divine a Gueſt, if you 
pleaſe, wee'l have ſome piece of. Scripture read in the 
Interim, which will not ar all hinder us in the buſt- 
neſs of our Dinner, T:. With all my Soul. Ez. 
This Entertainment pleaſes me ſo much the better, 
becauſe ir puts oft Vain and frivolous diſcourſe, and 
brings profit beſide.

There's no true joy but in a clear and open 
Conſcience ; and thoſe are the happy Converſations, 
where only ſuch things are ſpoken and heard, as we 
can reflect upon 6 eva with Satisfaction, and 
without any Mixture either of Shame , or Repen- 
tance. Ti, It were well if we were as Careful in 
this point, as we are ſure of the truth on't. Ex. 
And *tis not all neither, that the Benzfit is valuable 
and Certain ; but one Months uling of it would 
make it pleafant too. , Ti. And therefore 'tis the 
beſt Courſe we can take to wont our ſelves to that 


which is good. 


Ex. Read us ſomething, Boy, and fpeak out and 
diſtinctly. Boy. Prov. 21. The Kings heart s in the 
hand of the Lord as the Rivers of Water : he turneth it 
whitherſoever he will. Every way of man u right in hy own 
Eyes, but the Lord pondereth the hearts. To do Fuſtice 
and Fudgment , x more acceptable to the Lord, then 
Sacrifice, v. 1,2, 3» Eu. Hold there ; ris enough ; 
for 'tis better to take down a little with an Appe- 
tite,, then to devour more than a man can digeſt. 
Tj. *Tis better I muſt confefs in many caſes. Pliny 
would bayc Tilh's Offices never out of your _ 
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and Fm fo far of his Mind, that I could wiſh the 
whole World, eſpecially States-men, had him by 
heart : and for this little Book of the Proverbs, I 
have always lookt -upon as the beſt of Manuals. 
Eu. "Tis a good Sauce however to a flat Dinner. 
Ti. That Compliment might have been ſpar'd,where 
every thing is excellent. Bur if you had given us 
this Lecture to a Diſh of Beets only, without either 
Pepper, Wine, . or Vinegar, it had been a moſt de- 
licious Treat. Es. 1 could commend it however 
with a better Grace, if I did bur perfetly under- 
ſtand that which I have heard : And I would we 
had but ſome able Divine among us, that might ful- 
ly expound it : Bu& I do not know how far a Lay- 
man may be allowed to deſcant upon ſuch a Subje&t. 
- T5. I ſee no hurt in't, even for the meaneſt Skipper 
to do it, bating the Raſhneſs of paſſing Sentence in 
the Caſe. And who knows but that Chriſt himſelf 
(who has promiſed his Grace and Favour even to 
two or three that are gathered together in his Name) 
may vouchſafe his Affiſtance alſo unto us who are 
ſomewhat a larger Congregation. Ex. What if we 
ſhould rake theſe three Verſes then, and divide them 
among us Nine Gueſts. Ti. We are all content, 
provided that our - Patron lead the Way.

dence for the Puniſhment of the Wicked, tho* by their 
own Cruelties, and Errors: was not Nebuccadnezzar « 
Scourge to his People? And\yet God commanded that 
Obedience ſhould be paid him. And ther of Job, Cap. 


34- of the :Hyppocrites Reigning, paradventure looks 


this way. And ſo that of the Prophet David, laments 
bs Sins, Phal. 51.4. Againſt Thee only have I fin- 
ned and done this Evil in thy fight.

Ch. Fil te ye ; but 
with this Proteſtation over and over, before hand ; 
that I am fo far from Condemning the Sacraments, 
and Rites of the Church , that: I bave them in high- 
Veneration. But there are a wicked, and ſuperſti- 
rious fort of People, ( or, in good Manners, I ſhall 
call them only Simple, and unlearned Men ) that cry 
up theſe things as if they were Foundations of our 
F.ith, and . the only Duties -that make us truly- 
Chriſtians.

nies. With how much Pomp are the Antient Rites 
of the Church ſer forth in Baptiſm ? The Infant 
waits without the Church-doorz the Exorciſm, the 
Catechiſm, is diſpatch'd ; the Vow is paſt ; the, De- 
vil with all his Pomps and Pleaſures is abjur'd ; 
and then the Child is Anointed , Signed, Seaſbn'd 
with Salt, Dipt, a Charge given to his Sureties to. 
ſee him well brought up, and then follows their 
Oblation ; and by this time the Child paſſes for.a- 
Chriſtian, as in ſome ſenſe it is. . After this, it:comes: 
to be Anointed again ; and in time learns to Cone! 
Feſt, take the Euchariſt, Reſt on 'Holy-Days , to; ob» 


ſerve Faſts, and Publique Prayers, and to. abſtaif 


fem Fi;fr, and obſerving all theſe things, it goes' - 
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for an abſolute Chriſtian. The Boy grows up then, 


and marries,- which draws on another Sacrament ; he 


enters into Holy Orders, is Annointed again, and Con- 
ſecrated, his habit chang'd, and fo to Prayers. Now 
the doing of all this, I like well enough ; , but the 
doing of it more out of Cuſtom than Conſcience, I do 
not like ; as if this were all that is needful to the 
making up of a Chriſtian. "There are but too ma- 
ny inthe World, that ſolong as they acquit them- 
ſelves in theſe outward Forms, think *tis no matter 
what they do elſe : but Rob, Pillage, Cheat, Quar- 
rel, Whore, Slander, Oppreſs and Uſurp upon their 
Neighbours, without Controll. And when they are 
brought through this Courſe of Life, to their laſt 
Prayers, then there follow more Ceremonies; Confeſſi- 
on upon Confeſſion, more Union till, the Euchariſt, 
Tapers, the Croſs, ' Holy Vater, Indulgences and Par- 
dons ; if they be to be had for Love or Money : Or- 
der is' then given for a Magnificent Funeral ; and then 
comes another ſolemn Contrat. When the man 1s 
come to agonizing, there's one bawls in his Ear, 
and diſpatches him now and then before his time, 
if he chance to be a little in' drink, or to have better 


Lungs than ordinary. Now though theſe things may _— 


be well enough, ſo far as they are done in Confor- 
mity to Eccleſiaſtical Cuſtoms; there are yet ſome 
Inward, and Spiritual Impreffions that do more for- 
tite us againſt the Aſſaults of Death, even to the 
degree of filling our hearts with Joy, and Confidence 
at our leaſt Breath, Ez. All this is pious, and true: 
but in the mean time, here's no body Eats. Itold 
you at firſt what you were to truſt to: and if you 
look for any thing more now, then a Difh of Nuts, 
and Apples, you'll tind your ſelves miftaken. Come 
take away: this, Boy, and ſet the reſt on. Take what 
ye like, and thank my Gardiner fort. Tj. There's

This is ſaid, I ſuppoſe, of thoſe that Ask only Ne» 
cellaries. For *tis Charity to deny to many what 
they ask. There are, that not only beg, but im- 
portune, or rather extort great Sums from people 
to furniſh voluptuous Entertainments, or which js 


- worſe, to nouriſh Luxury, and Luſt. It is a kind 


of Rapine, to beſtow that which we oye to the 
preſent Neceſſities of our Neighbours, upon thoſe 


that will abuſe-it. Upon this Conſideration it is, that 
I can hardly excuſethoſe-from a Mortal Sin, who, 


_ at prodigious Expence, either build, or beautibe 


Manaſteries, or Churches; when ſo many livin 
Temples of ,Chriſt are ready to ſtarve for want © 

Food, .Cloathing, and other Neceflaries. When 'Y 
was iEng/ard, I faw Sr. Thomas's Tomb; fo prodir 
giouſly Rich, .in Plate, and Jewels, that the Value 
.was almoſt ineſtimable. Now had itnot been ber- 
ter if theſe ſuperfluitics had been rather apply'd to 
'Charitable Uſes, for the Relief of the Poor, than 
reſerv*d tor thoſe Ambitjous Princes, who ſhall have . 
the Fortune one.day to make a Booty of it. TheHoly 
Man, I am.Conhdent, would have been very well 
content with Leaves, and Flowers, inftead of them. 
In Lombardy I ſaw a Cloyſter of Carthuſians ; ( not 
far from Pgvia ) the Chappel, within, and with- 
out, is. white Marble, from the top to the bottom, 
the Alrars, Pillars, Tombs init ( and almoſt eve- 
.ry;thiog elſe) are all Marble. To what end was 
this yaſt expence upoti a Marble Temple for a few 


ſolitary Monks to. Sing in? And *tis of more 


:Burthen, then Uſe too. For they are perpetually 
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Curioſity to ſee it. And which 1s yet more ridicu- 
_lJous, I wastold there, that they are indow'd with 
Three thouſand Duckets a year, for Building and 
Maintenance of the Monaſtery. tt paſſes for little 
better than Sacriledge, tc beſtow one penny of that 
 Mony upon Pious Uſes ; beſide the Intention of the 
Teſtator. And they had rather pull down that they 
may rebuild, then not to go on with Building, We 
have a World of Inſtances up and down in our 
' Churches of this kind ; but I ſhall content my ſelf 
with theſe, as-being ſomewhat more remakable than 
. Ordinary. This is rather Ambition, then Charity. 
Great men now adays will have their own Monu- 
ments in Churches, whereas in times paſt they could 
hardly get room for the Saints. They muſt have 
their Pictures there, and their Images, forſooth ; 
with their Names arlengrh, their "Titles, and their 
| Benefits :' And this takes up a conſiderable, part of 
the Temple. Who knows (it they may bMe their 
Wills ) but their own Carcaſes may come hereafter 
to. be laid upon the Altars Bur this Munificence 
of Great men, you'llfay, muſt not upon any Terms 
te diſcouragd. * And I fay fo too; If that which 
they offer to the Temple of God, be worthy of it. 
Bur if I werea Prieſt, or a Biſhop, I would ham- 
mer it into the heads of thoſe thick skul{*d Courtiers, 
and Merchants ; that if they would attone them- 
ſelves to Almighty God, they ſhould privately be- 
| ſtow their Libexality upon the Relief of the Poor. 
But they reckoh all as good as loſt, that goes out 
fo by Parcels, and is ſo ſecretly diſtributed toward 
the ſuccour of the Needy, that the next Age ſhall 
have no Memorial of the Bounty. But can any Mo- 
_ ny be better beſtow'd then that which makes Chriſt 
himſelf a Debtor ? Tz: Do not you take that Boun» 
ty to be well plac'd then, that's beſtow'd upon Mo- 
__ naſte= 
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naſteries ? © Ex. Yes, and I would be a BenefaCtor 
my ſelf, if 1 had a fortune fort ; but it ſhould be 
fach a Proviſion for their Neceſſities, as ſhould not 
reach to Luxury. And 1 would give ſomething t00z 
whereſoever I found a Religious man that wanted it- 
Ti. I have heard many find fault with giving to | 
publique Beggars. Eu. 1 would do ſomething that 
way too, but with Caution and Choice. Ir were., 
well if every City were to maintain its own Poor, 
without ſuffering Vagabonds, and turdy Beggars, 
which want Work rather than Mony. Ti. To whom 
is it then that you would give? How much ?. And 
to what Purpoſes? Ts. *Tis hard to anſwer all 
theſe Points exactly. 'There ſhould be Firſt, an In- 
clination to oblige all; and then the Proportion 
muſt be according to. a mans Ability, as often as 
he has occaſion. And for the Choice of the men, 
I would be fatisf'd that they are Poor, and Honeſt ; 
and where my Purſe fails me, I would Preach Cha- 
rity to,others. Tz, But will you give us leavegnow to 
diſcourſe at Liberty in your Dominion? Eu. You 
are not ſo free in your own Houſes. Ti. You do 
not like Prodigious Exceſles, it ſeems upon Churches ; 
and they might have been built Cheaper, . you ſay. 
Ex. 'Truely I take this houſe of mine to be with- 
in the Compaſs of Cleanly and Convenient; far 
from any pretence of Luxury, or I am miſtaken. 
I have ſeen many a more chargeable Building that 
has been erected by a Beggar ; and yet out of theſe 
Gardens of mine ( fuch as they are) I pay a kind 
of Tribute to the. Poor, and daily lefſen my own 
expence, that I may contribute the more plentifully 
to them. Tz: If all men were of your mind, it would 
be better with many that are now in extream Want; 
and on the other {ide many of thoſe pamper'd Car- 
caſes wou 1d be brought down, whom nothing but 
H 3 Penury 
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Penury can ever teach to be either modeſt, or fo- 
ber. Eu. This may very well be. Bur ſhall I mend 
your Entertainment now with the beſt bit at laſt ? 
Ti. We have bad more then enough already. Eu. 
But that which I am now to give ye, Ill undertake 
for't ſhall never charge your Sromachs. Ti. Whar 
it? Eu, The four Evangeliſts, which I have re- 
ſerv'd to Crown your 'Trear. Read, Boy, from that 
place where ye left off laſt. 


Boy: No man can ſerve two Maſters ; for either he 
uM hate the One, and love the Other, or elſe he will hold 
zo the One, and deſpiſe the Other. You cannot ſerve God 
and Marnmen.

ſo many entertainments there ; and then the Mar- 
ry d W.men are (o given to talk, Smutty : And belides, 
I'm {> put to's ſometimes, when People come to 
Salute me, and ye know no Body can tell how to de- 
ny 'em a Kiſſing. ' Eu. He that would avoid every 
thing that offends him, muſt go out of the World. 
There's no hurt in uſmg our ſelves to hear all things, 
ſo we take nothing into the Mind, but what's good. 
I ſuppoſe you bave a Chamber to your ſelf at home. 
Ca. Yes, I have. Eu. You may withdraw then, if 
you find the Company grow 'Troubleſome ; and whiie 
they are chauntiag and triflag, you may entertain 
your ſelf with (Chrift ) your Spouſe, Praying, Singing, 
and giving Thanks; your Fathers Houſe will not 
defile ye, and your Goodneſs on the other hand will 
turn it into a Chappel. Ca. But *tis eaſier yet to 
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bein a Cloyter. Er. 1 do not diſallow of a modeſt 
SOctety ; but yet I would not have youdelude your 
ſelf with falſe Imaginations. When ye come once 
to be wonted there ; and ſee things nearer hand, 
you'll tell me another Story. There are more 
Vails then Virgins, believe me. Cx. Good words, I 
beleech ye. Eu. Thoſe are good words that are 
erue words ; and I never read of any more Virgins 
then One, that was a Mother. Ca. I abhor the 
Thought on't. Ex, Nay, and more then Thar, 
the Maids you ſpeak of { let me affure you) do more 
then Maids buſineſs. Ca. Why 1o ?if you pleale. Ev. 
Becauſe there are more Sappho's among em for 
their Bodjes, then tor their Brains. Ca. I do not 
Underſtand ye. Ex. And Italk in Cipher ( my dear 
Kitty ) becauſe I would «not have thee underſtand 
me. Ca. My head runs ſtrangely upon this Courſe 
of Life tho'; and my paſſion for it 'grows every 
day: ſtronger and ſtronger. Now if it were not 
inſpird into me from above, this Diſpoſition (' 1 
am perſwaded ) would have gone off long ago. Ev. 
Nay but the Obſtinacy of it makes me the rather 
to ſuſpeCt it, conſidering that your Parents are fo 
fiercely bent againſt it. If it were good, Heaven 
would as well have inclin'd your Parents to favour 
the Motion, as you to entertain' it. But the Gay 
things you ſaw when you were a Child ; the Titele- 
zattles of the Nuns, and the hanckering . you have 
after your Old Acquaintances : the External Pomp of 
their Morſhip, the Importunities of their Senſeleſs 
Menks, that only hunt for Proſelites, that they may 
cram their own Paunches; heres 'the Ground of your 
Afﬀettion. They know your Father to be Frank, and 
Bountiful ; and that this is the way to make ſure of 
their Tipple: For either they drink with him, or 
elſe they invite him, and he brings. as much Wine 
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with” him as ten luſty-Sokers can Swallow- D? 
nothing therefore without your Parents conſent 
{ whom God has ſet over you as your Guardians } 
Ca. Bur what's a Father or a Mozher, 1n reſpect of 
Chriſt > ' En, This holds, 1 grant ye, in ſome Caſes; 
but ſuppoſe a Chriſtian Son has a Pagan Father, who 
has: nothing bur a Sons-Charity to. ſupport him 3 Ir 
were-an Impiety in him to leave even That Father, 
to ſtarve. . IF you were at this day. Unchriſten'd, 
and your Parents ſhould forbid your Baptiſm, you 
were. undoubtedly to prefer Chriſt, before a Wicked 
Father: Or it your Parents ſhould offer to force ye 
upon fome Impious "thing, their Authority - in that 
point- were to ,be contemned. But what's this to 
the. Caſe of a Convent. . Have you not-Chrift at 
home 2 the Ditate of Nature, the Approbation of 
Heaven, the. Exhortation of St. Paul, arid .the Obli= 
gation of Human Laivs, for your Obedience” to Pa» 
rents'? And will yenow withdraw your. ſelf from 
the Authority of Good and natural Parents, 1h CX- 
chaiige for figurative ones ? . Will ye take 'an" Image 


 nary' 'Mother for a True one? And deliver up your 


ſelt:a Slave to ſevere Maſters, and Miltreſles, rather 
then live happily under the Wing of 'Tender-and 
Indulgent - Parents? So long as you are at home, 
as 'youare Bound in ſome things, ſoin many things 
you are wholly Free ; as the word Liber; ( or Chil- 
dren } denotes ;. in contra-diſtinion, to the Quality 
of Servants: * You are now, of a Free Woman, [about 
to make your ſelf a Voluntary Slave. A Condition 
Chriſtianity has long ſince. caſt out of the World ; 
ſaving only ſome obſcure footſteps of it,” and in ſome 
few places. But there is now found out ( under 
pretence of Religion ) a new fort of Servitute, which 
I find practiſed in the' Mmaſteries, You muſt do 
nothing but by a Rxlez and then all that you Loſe, 
being. 
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they Get. Set but one ſtep out of the Way, and 
ye're -lugg?d back again, like a Criminal that 
would have Poyſon'd his Father : And to make the 
Slavery yet more evident, ye change the Habit thar 
your Parents gave ye; and ( after the Old Example 
of Slaves, bought and fold in the Market) ye change 
the very Name that was given you in Baptiſm. Peter 
js called Francs, and ( Fohn for the purpoſe) is 
called Deninicus, or Thomas. Peter gives his Name 
firſt up to Chriſt ; and when he gives up his name 
to Dem nicus, he's calld Thomas. If a Servant ta- 
ken in ZY/ar do but ſo much as caft off the Garment 
that his Maſter gave him, it is look'd as a Renoun- 
cirg of his Maſter ; and yet we applaud him that 
lays. down the Body of Chriſt / who is the Maſter of 
us all ) and takes up another Habit that Chriſt never 
gave him. And if he ſhould after That, preſume to 
change the Other , his Puniſhment is a Thouſand 
times heav'er then for throwing away the Livery of 
| his Heave ily Maſter, which is the Innocency of his 
| mind. Ca. But they ſay *tisa Meritorious ark for a Body 
 toenter into this Voluntary Confinement, Eu. "That's 
a Phariſaical Dofrine : St. Paul teaches us otherwiſe ; 
and will not have him that's called Free, to make himſelf 
a Servant, but rather endeavour that he may bs more Free. 
And that which makes the Servitude yet More Un- 
| happy, 1s, that you muſt ſerve many Maſters ; and 
' thole moſt commonly Fools too, and Debauche's.: 
| Beſides that they are both New, and uncertain. But 
fay ( I'befeech ye ) by what Law are you dilcharg'd 
from the Power of your Parents? Ca. Why truly 
by none at all. Ex. What if you ſhould buy, or 
fell your Fathers Eſtate ? Ca. I do not hold it Law- 
tul. Ez. What Right have ye then to diſpoſe of 
. your Parents Child, to I know not whom ? His 
Child ; which is the Deareſt, and moſt appropriate 
: part 
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part of his poſſeſſion. Ca. The Laws of Nature may 
be diſpens'd withal, (I ſuppoſe) in the: Buſineſs of 
Religion. Eu. The great Point of Religion lies in 
our Beptiſm : But the matter in queſtion | Here, 'is 
only the changing of aGarment ; or of ſuch a Courſe 
of Life ; which, in it ſelf, is neither -good nor evil. 
And now conſider how many valuable 'Priviledges 
ye loſe, together. with: your Liberty: If ye have a 
mind .to. Read, Pray, or Sing ; you: may:go into 
your Chamber when you will, and rake as:much, or 
as little on't as you. pleaſe. When ye have enough 
of Privacy, you may go to Church, and hear Pray- 
ers, Sermons, Anthems ; you may pick your Com- 
pany among grave Matrons, and ſober Virgins; and 
uch as you may be the better for. And you may 
learn from Men too, where ye find any that are 
endow'd with Excellent Qualities ; and: you are at 
Liberty to place a more Particular Eſteem pon 
ſuch as affeQtionately, and conſcienciouſly Preach 
the Goſpel. But there's none of this Freedom when 
ye come once into a 'Cloyſter. Cs. In the mean 
time I ſhall be no Nun. Ez. Away with this Nicety 
of Names; and weighthe Thing it ſelf. "They make 
their boaſt of Obedience ; and why ſhould not You 
value your ſelf too upon Obeying your Parents, your 
Biſhop, and your Paſtor, whom God commands ye 
to Obey ? Do' they Profeſs Poverty ? And fo may 
you too ; ſo long as all is in your Parents hands. 
*Tis-true, the Virgins of former times were com- 
mended by holy Men for their Liberality toward 
the Poor : But they could never have given any thing, 
if they had poſleſs'd nothing ; Nor is the Reputa- 
tion of. your Chſtity' ever the leſs, for living with 
your Parents. And what is there more now Here ? 
AVail, a Linnen Stole, and certain Coremonies that 
ſerve bur little to the Adyancement of Piety ; and 
make 
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make us never.the -more acceptable in the fight of 
God-; who: only regards the Purity.of the Mind. 

Cs. All this:is News to me. - Ex. But Truth too. 

If you cannot diſpoſe of ſo much as a Rag, or an 

Inch of: Ground, fo long as. you are under the Go- 

vernment of your Parents; what: Right can you pre- 

tend to, ifor' the Diſpofing of .your. ſelf- into the 

Service of : Another ? . Ca. The: Authority of: a Pa- 

rent cannot: interpoſe betwixt the Child, and a Re- 

ligious.. Life. /' Eu. Did you not profeſs your felt a 

Chriſtian in your Baptiſm ?:::Ca.:l did ſ0.. : Ex: And 

are not they Religious that conform to the Precepts 

of Chriſt? Ca. They are ſo. Eu. What new Re- 

ligion is :that-then ; which 'ipretends to. fruſtrate - 
whit the Law of Nature has' Eſtabliſhed * - What the 

Old Law; taught, what the Evangelical Law bas ap- 

prov'd, and what the Apoſtps 'Doftrine hath . confirm'd ?

He's 
one, and Cornelius Montixs the other ; ( my very par- 
ticular Friend ) but he, I ſuppoſe, was wholly a 
Stranger to you. Mz. It was never my Fortune yet 
to ſee any Man breathe his laſt. Ph. But it has been 
mine too often, it I might have had my wiſh. Mz. 


| Pray tell me, is Death fo Terrible as they make 


it? Ph, The Way to't, is worſe than the Thing it 
felf ; for the Apprebenſion is the greateſt part of the 
Evil. Beſide, that our Reſignation to*the Will of 
God makes all the Bitterneſs, as well of Sicknels, as 
of Death, caſy to us. There can be no great Senſe 
of any thing in the Inſtant of the Souls leaving the 
Body: For before it comes to that point, the Fa- 
culty it (elf is become Dull and Stupid ; and com- 
monly laid aſleep. Mz: What do we feel when 


we're Born? Pb. The Mother feels ſomething how- 


ever, if we do not. Ma. Why 'would not Provi- 
dence let us go out of the World as ſmoothly as we 
came into*t? Ph, Our Birth is made painful to the 
Mother , to make the Child: dearer to her; and 
Death is made formidable to Mankind , to dcter us 
from laying violent Hands upon our Selves ; for it 
ſo many make away, themſelves as the caſe ftands al- 
ready, what would they do, it the dread of Death 
were taken away ? If a Servant, or a Child were 
but corrected; a Family-quarrel ftarted , a Sum of 
Money. loſt , or any thing elſe went Croſs , Men 
would preſently repair to Halters, .Swords, Rivers, 
Precipices, Poyſons, for their Relief. It is the 
Terror of Death , that makes us ſet the greater va- 
lue upon Life; eſpecially , conſidering that there's mn

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Redemption”; for the Dead are out of the reach of 
the Doctor. Now (6 it is, that we do not all cither 
come into the World, or go out of it alike. - Some 
dye ſooner, others later z ſome one way , ſome ano- 


| ther: A Lethargy takes a Man away without any Senſe 


of Death; as if he were Stung with an Aſp, he goes 
off in's Sleep. Or be it as it will, There is no Death 
fo Tormenting, but that a Man may overcome it with 
Reſolution. Ma. Pray'e tell me, which of your two 
Friends bore his Fate the moſt like a Chriſtian? Ph. 
Why truely, in my Opinion, George dy'd the more like 
a Man of Honour. Ma. Is there any Senſe of Ambition 
then, when we come to that Point ? Ph. I never 
faw two People make ſuch different Ends. If you"! 
give it the Hearing, I'll tell you the Story, and leave 
you to judge which was likeſt a Chriſtian. Ma. Let's 


 haveit, I beſeech ye, for I have the greateſt mind in 


the World to hear't. ' Ph. Pl! begin with my. Friend 
George. 


So ſoon as ever it could be certainly known that 
his Hour was drawing on'; the Phyſitians that had 
attended him throughout his Sickneſs , gave to un- 
derttand the Pains they had taken, and that there 
was matter of Money in the Caſe ; but nota Word 
of the Deſpair they had of his Life. Ma. How many 
Phyſitians might there be? Ph. Sometimes Ten g 
ſometimes Twelve z but never under Six. Ma. E- 
now in all Confcience to have done the Buſineſs of 
a Man in perfect Health, Ph. Their Money was no 
ſooncr ' paid , but they privately hinted to ſome of 
his near Relations, that his Death was at hand, 
and advis'd them to take the beſt Care they could 
for the good of his Soul, for his Body was palt hope. 
This was handſomely intimated by ſome of his par-' 
ticular Friends to George himſclf, defiring him, _ 
| : | : 
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. caſt many a ſoure Look at the-Phyſitians; 
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he. would: remit the Buſineſs of his Life to Provi- 
dence , and turn his Thoughts now toward the Com- 
forts of another World. Upon _— George 

ing it 
very heinouſly, that they ſhould now leave him 3 his 
diſireſss They told him , that Phyſfitians were but 
Men , not Gods ; and that they had done as much 
as Art could do to ſave him ; but «there was no re- 
medy againſt Fate; and fo they went into the next 
Chamber. Mz. What did they ſiay for after they 
were paid ? Ph, They were not yet agreed upon the 
Diſeaſe. One would have it to be a Dropſy ; ano- 
ther, an Apoſtheme in the Gatsz Every Man of them 
would needs have it a ſeveral Diſeaſe 3 and this dif- 
'puate they were very hot upon , throughout hys 
whole Sickneſs, Mz, The Patient had a bleffed 
time on't all this while ! Ph. For the deciding of 
this Controverſy, Firſt, They defir'd by his Wife 
that the Body might be open'd ; which would be 
for his Honour , a thing uſual among Perſons of 
Quality. Secondly , they ſuggeſted how bcneficial 
it might be to others, which he would have the 
Comfort of, by increaling the Bulk of his Arrits, 
and then they promis'd hint Thirty Maſſes at their 
own Charge, fox the good of his Soul. There was 
much ado to bring him .to't; but at laſt, by Impor- 
tunities and fair Words , the thing was obtair'd 3 
and ſo the whole Conſultation was diffolv'd ; for 
Phyſitians, whoſe Buſineſs it is to preſerve Life, do 
not think it convenient to be preſent, either at-their 
Patients Death , or Funeral. By and by, Bernardi- 
nus was ſent for to take his Confeſſion : a Revererd 
Man, ye know, 2nd Warden of the Franciſcans. His 
Conf«ſſi2n was no ſooner over , but thre was a whole 
Houſe-full of the four Orders of Begging Fryers. Mz.

now, the Pariſh-Prieft was calld to give him Extreme 
Unctim , and the. Sacrament of the Euchariſt. Mz, 
Religious People ! Ph. But there had like to have 
| heen a bloody Fray, betwixt the Prieſt, and the 
Monks. Ma. What? At the Patients Bed-fide !. Ph. 
Nay , and Chrift himſelf looking on too. Mz. Upon 
what occaſion ? Ph. The. Pariſh-Prieſt, ſo ſoon as 
ever he found that George had Confeſſed to a Fran- 
ciſcan , did Point-blank refuſe to give him , either 
the Sacrament of Unition, or the Excharift ; or 10 
much as the Common Rights of Burial ; unleſs he 
heard his Confefion with his own Ears. He was to 
be accomptablc for his Flock himſelf , he ſaid 3 And 
how could he anſwer for any Man, without know- 
ing the Secrets of his Conſcience * Ma. And don't 
you think he was in the tight? Ph. They did not 
think fo, for they all fell upon him, eſpecially, Ber- 
nardinus , ard Vincentins the Dominican® Ma. What 
did thcy urge ? Ph. They told the Crate, he was 
an 4/7, and fitter for a Hogdriver , than a Paſtor , and 
ratled him to ſome tune. I am a Batchelor of Divi- 
aity , ( fays Vincentius) and fhortly to be Licens'd , 
and take my Degree of Doffor 3 and ſhall ſuch a Dxnce 
as thou art, that can, hardly read a. Letter in the 
| Book, be pceping into the Secrets of a Mans Con- 
ſaence ? If you have ſuch an Itch of Cxriofity , you 
had beft enquire into the Privacies of your Concu- 
bine,, and your Baſtards at Home. I could ſay more , 
but I am aſham'd of the Story, Ma. And did he fay 
nothing to all this? Ph, Nothing, do ye ſay? Nc- 
ver was any Man ſo nettled, VII make a Better 
Batchelor than you are , ſays he, of a Bean-Stalg, I 
pray , what were your Maſt-rs, Dominicus and Fran- 
ciſcus * Where did they ever learn Ariſtit!”*s Philo- 
ſophy ; the Arcuments of Thomas , or the Speculations 
of Scotus * Where did they take their Degree of 
| Ba;chelrs ? 


fore ye go out of the Homſe and take ſuch Order , that 
| M | 
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Batchelors ?' Ye crept ' into a Believing World, a 
Company of poor, humble Wretches of ye , (tho 
me, I muſt confeſs, were Devout and Learned;) 
Ye neſiled at firſt, in Fields and Villages, and fo 


| by Degrees , tranſplanted your {clves into Opulent 


Cities, and none but the belt part of them neither; 
would content ye. Your buſineſs lay then ouly in 
Places that could not. maintain a Paſtor z but now, 
forſooth , none but great Mens Houles will ferve your 
turn, You value your ſelves much upon the Title of 
Prieſts, but all your Priviledges are not worth a Ruth, 
unleſs in the Abſence of the Biſhop, Paſtor, or his Cu- 
rate, Not a Man of you {hall come into my Pulpit, 
I affure ye, ſo long as Il am Paſt. *Tis true, I am 
no Batchelor , no more was St. Martin, and yet he 
diſcharg'd the Office of a B;ſhop. If I have not fo 
much Learning as I ſhould, Pll never come a beg- 
ging to you for't. The World is grown Wiſer now 
adays, than to think that the Holineſs of Dominicus 
and Franciſcas, is entaild upon the Habit, You re 
much concern'd what I do in my own Houſe : *Tis 
the common talk of the People what you do.in your 
Cells; and at what rate you behave your {elves , 
with your Holy Virgins; and how many Iliuſtrious Pa- 
laces ye have turn'd into dire} Bawdy-Hmſer. Mar- 
colphus , you mult excuſe me for the rclt , for it is 
too foul to be told: But in truth, he handled the 
Reverend Fathers without Mittens : And there would 
have been no end on't, if George had nor held up 
his' hand, in token that he had ſomething to ſay. 
With much ado, the Storm was laid at laſt, and 
they gave the Patient the Hearing. Peace ( ſays 
he) be among ye: Þll Confeſs my ſelf over again to my 
Pariih-Prieſt: and ſee a!l the Charge of Ringing , of 
my Funeral Rites , Burial and Monument , paid ye be- 
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ye ſhall have no Cauſe to Complain. Ma. T hope the 
Pariſh-Prieft was pleaſed: with this. Ph. He was pa- 
cifn'd in ſome meaſure z only ſomething he' mutter'd 
about Confeſſion z but he remitted it at laſt, and'told 
them that there was no need of troubling either 
the Prieſt, or the Patient , with the ſame things 
again; but if he had Confeſs'd to me-in time ( ſays 
he) he would have made his Will perhaps upon bet- 
ter Conſiderations. But now we muſt een take it 
as it is; and if it be not as it ſhould be, it muſt be 
at your door. This Equity of the Sick Man's gall'd 
the Monks to the very Heart, to think that any part 
of the Booty ſhould go to the Prieſt of the Pariſh. 
But upon my Intercethion Matters were: Compos'd ; 
and the Pariſh-Prieſt gave the Sick Man the Undction 
and the Euchariſt , receiv'd his Money, and ſo went 
his way. Mz. And now all was well again, was it 
not? Ph. So far fromi it , that this Tempeſt was no 
ſconer Laid , but a worſe follow'd. Mz. Upon 
what Ground, I pray thee? Ph. To the tour Or- 
ders of Beggers, that were gotten into the Houſe, 
there was now join'd with them a Fifth one, of 
Croſs-bearers, which put the other Mendicants 
into a dirc&t Tumult againſt the Fifth Order , as 
THegitimate - and Spurious. Where did you ever ſee 
( ſays one of them ) a Waggan with Five Wheels ? Or 
with what Face will any Man pretend to reckon more 
Mendicant Orders , than there were Evangelifts * At 
this rate , you may, e*en as well call in All the Beggers 
to y» from the Bridges and Croſs-ways. Ma. What 
faid the Croſ5-bearcys to this ? Ph. They ask*d how 
the Waggon of the Chrrch went , before there was 
any Order of Mendirants at all ? And fo atter that, 
when there was but One Order z and thcn again , 
whcn there were Three: For the Nzmbcr of the E- 
vangelitts (day they ) has no more Atinity with az 

| Order, 
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Order , than- with the Dye,: for having four Angles, 


Who brought the Angnitines , or the Carmelites -in- 
to That Order? Or when did Auguſtine, or Elias 
Beg ? ( whom they 'make to be' the Principals of 
their Order.) This, and a great deal more, they 
thunder'd out ; but being over-power'd with Num- 
bers, they were forc'd to give way 3 but not with- 
out Threatning a Revenge. Mz. I hope all was 
quiet now. Ph. No, no; for This Confederacy againſt 
the Fifth Order, was come almott to Daggers draw- 
ing; The Franciſcan, and Dominican would not allow 
the Awuguſtines and Carmelites to be True Mendi- 


cants 3 but only Baſtard, and Smuppoſititions. The 


Brawl went ſo High, that every Body expe&ed it 
would have come to Blows. Ma. And was the Sick 


Man ford to ſuffer all This? Ph, They were not 
- in his Bed-Chamver, now, ye muſt know ; but in a 


Court that join'd to't: Which was all one, -for he 
heard every word' that was ſpoken ; there was no 
whiſpering , believe me, 'but they very fairly exer- 
cis'd their Lungs: betide, that in a Fit of Sickneſs, 
Men are commonly Quicker of Hearing than Ordi- 
nary. Mz. But what was the End-of This Diſpute? 
Ph. The Patient ſent them word by his Wife, that 
if they would but be quiet a little, and hold their 
Tongues, all things ſhould be ſet right: and there- 


fore defir'd, that for the preſent, the Awugnſtines, 


and Carmelites would Depart, and they ſhould be no 
Loſers by it : for they ſhould have the ſame Propor- . 
tion of Meat ſent them home, which the reft had 
that ftatd. He gave direction, to have all the Five 
Orders athſt at his Fxneral ; and for an Equz] Divi- 


' dend of Mvney, to every one of them : Bar to have 


taken them all to a Common Table, would have en- 
danger d a Trumult, Mz, The Man underfiood 
(economy, I perceive, that had the Skill, even at his 
Death, 
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Death , to atone ſo many Differences, Ph. Alas 1 
he had been an Officer a long time in the Army, 
where he was us'd to. Mutinies. Ma. Had he any 
Great Eſtate * Ph. A very Great one. Mz. But Ill 
gotten, 2s commonly , by Rapine, Sacrilege, and Ex- 
tortions. Ph. After the Soldiers Method ; and I will 
not ſwear for Him neither, that he was one jot bet- 
ter than his Neighbours. But fill, if I do not 
miſtake the Man , he made his Fortune, rather by 
his it, than by Downright Violence. Ma. How ſo? 
Ph. He had very great Skill - in Arithmetick, Ma. 
And what of that? Ph. Why he would reckon 
30000 Soldiers , when there were butt 7000 : and 
Thoſe not paid neither. Mz. Truly a Compen- 
dious way of Arithmetick! Ph. And then he was . 
a Great Maſter of his Trade; for he had a way 

of getting Monthly Contributions on Both Sides : from” - 
his Enemies , that he might ſpare them; and from 

his Friends, as an Allowance for them to deal with 
the Enemy. Ma, Well, well, I know the Common 
way of Soldiers z but make an end of your Story. 
Ph. Bernardinus, and Vincentius, with ſome of their 
Fellows, continu'd with the Sick Man ; and the Reft 
had their Proviſions ſent them. Mz. But how did 
they agree among Themſelves that fiaid upon Du- 
ty? Ph, Not perfectly well: For I heard ſome 
Grumbling among %em about the Prerogative of their 
Bulls ; but they were fain to difſemble the Mat- 


ter, that they might go the better on wigh<their 


Work.

1 ſhould 
be glad to hear what That was. Ph.-T1I tell ye

His Tounger Son was Dedicated 
to St. Francis z; His Elder Daughter to St. Clare ; and 
the Younger to Catharina Senenfiss This was all 
could be obtain'd: For it was George's Purpoſe (to 
lay the Greater Obligation upon God Almighty ) 
to diſpoſe gf the Five Swrvivors into the Five Orders 
of Mendicants ; and it was hard preſs'd too : but 
his. Wife, and his Eldeft Son were not to be wrought 
npon by any Terms, fair or foul, Mz. Why, this 
is a kind of Diſinberiting® Ph. The Whole Eſtate 
was ſo Divided, that the Funeral Charzes being Firſt 
taken out, One Twelfth part of it was to go to his 
Wife: One Half oft That fox her Maiztcnaace , and 
the Other to the Stock, of the place where ſhe dif- 
pos'd 'of her felf. Another Twelfth Part to go to the 
Elder Son, with a Viaticaum, and as muciz Money as - 
would purchafe | him a D:ſperfation , and Maintain 
him at Ke; Provided always , that it he ſhould 
change his Mind, and refuſe to be Initiated into Holy 

Orders 5. 
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Orders ; his Portion to be divided betwixt the Fran- 
ciſcans , and Dominicans, And That, I fear, will 
be the End on't : for he had a ſirange Abhorrence 
to That Courſe of Life. Two Twelfth Parts are to 
go to the Monaſtery that receives his Younger Son 3 and 
Two more, to Thoſe that ſhould entertain his Daughters ; 
but upon Condition , that if They refuſe to profeſs 
Themſelves , All tbe Moncy ſhould go Whole, to the 
Cloyfter. Another Twelfth Part, to Bernardinus, and as. 
much to Vincentins. Half a Share to the Carthuſians ; 
for the Good Works of the Whole Order ; One Remaining 
Part and Half, to be divided among ſuch Poor as Ber- 
nardinus, and Vincentius ſhould judge worthy of the 
Charity. Mz. It would have been more Lawyer-like 
to have ſaid mos, vel Buas, inſtead of Bus only, as 
I find. Ph, The Teſtament was read ;, and the Stipu- 
lation xan in Theſe Words : George Balearicus; Now 
whil(t thou art in Life, and ſound Senſe, dot thou approve 
of This Teftament, which has been made Long ſince by thy 
Direfion and Appointment ? 1 approve it. Is this Thy 
Laft , and Unchangeable Will? It is. And Doſt thou 
Conſlitute Me. and this Batchelor Vincentius , the Ex- 
ecutors of This thy Laſt WAl? I do fo. And then he 
was Commanded to Srbſcribe., Ma. How could 
he Write when he was Dying ? Ph. Bernardinus 
Guided his Hand. Mz. What did he Subſcribe ? 
Ph. Whoſoever ſhall» preſume to Violate This Teſta- 
mcut , may St. Francis and St. Dominick Confound 
him. Ma. But what if they had brought an Aion, 
Teſtamenti Tnofficiifi ? Ph. Thit Adion will not hold, 
in things Dedicated to God 3 Nor will any Man . 
run the hazard of a Sit with him, When This 
was Over, the Wife, and Children vive the Sick Man 
their Right Hands, and ſwear Obſervance to his Di- 
rctions. 
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After This, they fell to treat about the Funeral 
Pomp ; and there was a Squabble There too ; but it 
was carried at laſt, that there ſhould be preſent, 
Nine-, out of every One of the Five Orders , for'the 
Honour of the Five Volumes. of Moſes, and the Nine 
Dire of Angels; Every Order to carry its proper 
Croſs, and fing the Funeral Songs. To theſe, be- 
fide the Kindred , there ſhould be Thirty Torch-hearers, 
all in Morning , and in Memory of the Thirty Pieces 
of Silver that our Saviour was ſold for ; and for Re- 
ſpet fake, Twelve Merners to accompany Them 
as a Number Sacred to the Apoſtolical Order. Be- 
hind the Bier follow'd George's Horſe, all in Mowrr- 
ing ; with his Head ty'd down to his Knee, as if he 
The 
Pall being hung round with Eſcutcheons, and ſo were 
the Garments both of the Bearers, and. Mowrners. 
The Body it felt was to be laid at the Right Hand 
of the High Altar, in a Marble Tomb, ſome Four Foot 
from the Ground; and He himſelf at his Length, up= 
on the. Top on't. His Image cut in the Pareſt May- 
ble, and in Armour from Head to Foot : To His Hel 
met, a. Creſt ; which was the Neck of an Onocrotalus ; 
a Shield upon his Left Arm, charged with Three 
Bores Heads, Or, in a Field Argent; a Sword by his 
fide, with a Golden Hilt, and a Belt Embroidered with 
Gold, and Pearl : Golden Spurs, and All, Gold, for he 
was Eques Auratus. He had a Leopard at his Feet, 
and an Inſcription worthy of ſo great a Man. His 
Heart' was to be laid in the Chappel of St. Francis , 
and his Bowels bequeath'd to the Pariſh, to be Ho- 
nourably Interr'd in our Ladies Chappel, Ma. This 
was a Noble Funeral, but a Pear one. Now at Ve- 
nice a Cobler ſhould have as much Honowr done him, 
and with little or no charge at all. The Company 


gives him a handſom Coffin ; and they have Six _ 
re 
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dred Monks, all in their Habits, many times, to: at- 
tend One Body. Ph. I have ſeen it my lf, and 
cannot but laugh at the Vanity of thoſe poor Peo- 
ple. The Fallers and Tanners march in the Yan 
the Coblers bring up the Rear, and the Monks march 
in the Body. This Mixture made it look like a Cht- 
mera ; and George had This Caution too, that the 
Franciſcans , and Dominicans ſhould draw Lots, who. 
ſhould go Firſt; and after Them, the Reft, for fear 
of a Tumult, or Quarrelling for Place. The Parifſh- 
Prieft and his Clerks went Laſt : for the Monks would 
never indure it otherwiſe. Ma. George had Skill , 
I tind, in Mzrſhalling of a Ceremony, as well as of an 
Army. Ph. And it was provided, that the Funeral 
Service, which was to be perform'd by the: Pariſh- 
Prieſt, ſhauld proceed in Muſick, for the Greater 
Honour of the Defun, While theſe things were @' 
doing, the Patient was ſeiz?d with a Convulfion, which 
was a Certain Token that his Diflolution was at 
hand : So that they were now come to the: Laſt At. 
Ma. Why , is not all done yet? Ph. Noz- For 
now the Popes Bull is to be read, wherein: he is pro- 
miſed a. Total Pardon of All his Sins , and an Fx- 
emption from the Fear of ' Purgatory z with' a Juſtift- 
cation , over and above, of his Whole Eftate. Mz. 
What? Of an FEfate gotten by Violence? Ph. Got- 
ten by the Law, and Fortune of the War : But- it 
happew'd that a Brother of his Wives, one Philip, 
a Civilian, was by at the reading of the Bull ;; and” 
took notice of One Paſſage iri it, that was not as-It 
ſhould be , which made him Jealous of Foxul Play: 
Mz. This came very Unſeafonablez Or if there had 
been. any Error, it might: have been diſſembled; and 
the Sick Man never the worſe for't. Ph. You fay ves 
ry well; and I affure ye it wrought upon George fo, 
that: it had like to have caſt him into an Abſolute 

Deſpair. 
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Deſpair. And here, Vincentins ſhew'd himſelf a Man 


indeed 3; Courage , George , ( ſays he) fir T have an 
Amthority to Corre@ , or to ſupply all Errors, or Omiſ- 
fions 3n this Caſe: ſo that if this Bull ſhould deceive 
thee, my Soul ſhall fland ingag'd for thine , that thine 
ſhall go to Heaven, or mine be Damn'd. Ma. But will 
God accept of This way now of Changing Souls ? 


- Or if he does, is the Pawn of Vincentius's Soul a 


ſufficient Security ? What if Vincentius's Soul ſhould 
go to the Devil, whether he Changes it, or no ? Ph. 
I only tell ye Matter of Fat. Vincentins Enter'd 
formally into This Obligation, and George ſeem'd to 
be much Comforted with it. By and'by the Covenants 
are read, by which , the Whole Society promiſe to 
Transfer to George the Benefits of the Works of All the 
Five Orders, Ma. I ſhould be afraid that ſuch a 
weight ſhould fink me to Hell. Ph. I ſpeak of their 
Good Works only ; for they help a Soul in mounting 
to' Heaven , 'as Feathers help a Bird. Ma. But who 
ſhall. have their Evil Works. then'? Ph. The Dutch 
Soldiers of Fortune, Ma. By what Right? Ph, 
By Goſpel-Right; for To him that Has, ſhall be Given. 
And ' then they read over, how many Maſſes and 
Pſalms were to actompany the Soul of the Deceaſed; 
which indeed/ werd Innumerable. His Confeſſion was 
his; and they gave him their Be-

nediction. -Ma. And ſoheDy'd. Ph. Not yet. They 


laid a, Mat upon the Ground, which was RolPd up at 

OneEnd into the Form of a Pilow. Ma. And what 
was This to. do? Ph. They threw Aſhes upon it; 
but thin ſpread; and There they laid the Sick Man's 
Body 3 and. then they Conſecrate# a Franciſcans Coat, 


' With Certain Prayers, and Holy Water, and Caſi That. 


over him; they laid his Cox under his Head, ( for 
there was. no. putting of it on) and his Pardon with 
it, Mz. A New way of leaving the World. Ph. 
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But they athrm, that the Devil has no Power over. 
Thoſe that Die in This manner; for they. do 


| but follow St. - Martin, St. Francis, and Others, that - 


hive gone This way before. Ma. But Their Lives 
were Keligious, as well as their Ends, But go on, 
Ph. They then preſented the S:> Man with a Cra- 
cifix , and a Wax Candle, Upon holding Out the 
Eruciix ; 1 thought my ſelf ſafe , lays George , under 
the Protection of my Buckler, in War ; and now This is. 
the Buckley that T ſhall oppoſe to my Enemies ; 1o he 
Kiſt it , and laid it to his Left Side; and for. the 
Fly Taper , I was ever held to be a good Pike-man in 
the Field ,- and .now IT ſhall make uſe of This Lance 


" againſt the Enemy of Souls. Ma. Spoken like a Man 


of War. Ph. Theſe were the laſt Words he ſpake: 


for Death preſently Ty'd up his Tongue, and he 


fell into an Agony. Bernardinus. kept, clole.- to. 
him, in his Extreniry, upon the Right Hand, and Vin- 
centizs upon the Left ;- and they had both of them. 
their Pipes open: the One ſhew'd him the Image of 
St. Francis , the Other that of St. Dominick , while 


- the reſt were up and down in the Bed-Chamber, 
* mumbling over certain Pſalms to a moſt Lamentable 


Tune; Bernardinus., Bawling in his Right Ear, and. 
Vincentius ,* in his Left. Ma. What did they ſay? 
Ph. Bernardinus ſpake to this Purpoſe; George Baleari-- 
cus, If thou doſt now approve of all that is here done,. lean . 
thy Head toward thy Right Should, | And fo he did. 
Vincentins , On the other fide, Haye a good «Heart, 
George, (ſays he ) thou haſt St. Francis and St, Do-, 
minick for thy Defenders, fear nothing , but think, of 
the Merits that are beſtow*d upon thee 3 - The Validity of 
thy Pardon , and that 1 have engag*d My Soul for Thine, 
if there ſhould 'be any Danger. If thou Underſtand 
all This, and approveſt of it , lean thy head toward Thy, 
Left Shoulder 5 and ſo he did. After this, they. cry* F 
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| ont as loud as before, If thou art ſenſible of All This 


ſqueeze my Hand 4 and he did ſo: So that betwixt-- 
the turning of his Head, and the ſqueezing of his 
Hand, there paſt almoſt Three Hrs. When George 
began to Tawn, Bernardinus ſtood up, and pronounc'd 
his Abſolution ; but he could not go through with it, 
before George's Soul was out of his Body, This was 
about Midnight; and in the Morning, they went about 
the Anatomy. Ma. What did he Die of ? Ph. Well 
remembred, for I had like to have forgot it, There 
was a piece of Lead that fluck to the Diaphragma. 


- Mz. How came That ? Ph. With a Myuſquet Shot, as 


his Wife told me; and the Phyticians conjectur?d that 
ſome part of the Melted Lead was yet in his Body. By 
and by, they put the Diſſeed Corps, as' well as they 
could, into a Franciſcans Habit z and after Dinner 
they Bury'd him in Pomp, as it was Order'd. Ma. I 


- never heard of more Bulile about a Man's Dying, or 


of a more Pompoxes Funeral : But I] ſuppoſe you would 
not have This publickly to be known. Ph. Why 
not? Mz. 'Tis not good to provoke a Neſt of 
Hornets. Ph. There's no danger ; for if This - be 
Well done, the more Pwablick , the Bettcy : But if it be 
It, All good Men will thank me for the diſcovery of 
it 3 and for making the Impoſtors Themſelves, perhaps, 
aſham'd of what they have done; and Cautious how 
they do the ſame” thing again. Behde that it may 
poſſibly preſerve the Simple from falling any more 
into the like miſtakes. For I have been told by 
ſeveral Learned and Pious Men, that the Super/2i- 


tion, and Wickedneſs of fome few , brings a Scandal 


upon the 1/hole Order. Mz. This is well and bravely 
{aid. 


But I would fain know what became of Cornelius, 
P,;, Why Truly he Dy'd, as hz Liz'd, without troubling 
— | any 
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any Body : He had an Anniverſary Feaver that took 

him every Year at ſuch a Certain time; but being 
Worſe now than Ordinary, either by reaſon of his 
Age, ( for he was above Threeſcore ) ox ſome other 
Tifirmity , finding that his Fatal Day was drawing on; 
he went to Church, upon a Sznday ſome four days 
before his Death , and there Confeſd himſelf to 
his Pariſh-Prieft; heard Publick, Service, and Sermon ; 
receiv'd the Encharift 3 and ſo return*d to his Own 
Houſe. Ma. Had he no Phyſicians * Ph. Only One, 
who was an Excellent Man, both in his Morals. and 
in his Profeſſion, (one James Caftrutins.) Ma. 1 
know the Man; a very worthy Perſon. Ph. He told . 
him, that he ſhould be ready to ſerve him in any 
thing as a Friend ; but that his buſineſs lay rather 
with God, than with the Dofors. Cornelius took This - 
Sentence as Chearfully, as if he had aſſur'd him of 
his Recovery. Wherefore, tho he had always been 
very Charitable, according to his Power, yet he then 
enlarg'd himſelf, and beltow'd upon the Needy.all 
that he could poſſibly ſpare from the Neceſſities of 
his Wife and Children: And not upon Thoſe that 
take a Pride in a ſeeming Poverty; ( thoſe are an 
Ambitious ſort of Beggers , that are every where to' 
be met withal :) But upon thoſe good Men ,., that 
oppole a Laborious Induſtry to an Innocent - Poverty, 
I defir'd him, that he would reſt himſelf, and rather 
take a Prizſt to entertain him, than ſpend his Waſted 
Body with more Labour than it would bear, His 
Anſwer was, That it had been His Practice, rather 
to Eaſe his Friends where he could, by Doing good 
Offices, than make himſelf Toubleſome by Recei- 
wing them; and that he would now Die as he had 
Liv'd, He would not lie.down till the Laſt Day, 
and part of the Laſt Night of his Life. In the In- 
terim, he was forced to ſupport his Weak Body with 
a Stick ; 
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a Stick ; Or; etſe he would fit in a Chair, but very 
rarely came into his Naked Bed: Only he kept him- 
ſelf in his Clothes, with his Head upright. In This 
time, either he was giving Orders tor the Relief of 
the Poor, and of the Neighbourhood , ( cſpccially 
ſuch as were known to him) or elſe he would be 
Redding of thoſe Scriptures, that might fortitie him 
in his Faith toward God ; and ſhew the Intinite Love 
of God to Mankind, When he was not able to 
Read himſelf, he had ſome Friend to Read to him 
and he would frequently, and with wonderful Aﬀe- 
Gion encourage his Family to Mutual Love, and Con- 
cord , and to the Exerciſe of True Piety ; comfort-- 
ing his Friends with great Tenderneſs, and per- 
. ſwading them not to be over-ſollicitous for his Death. 
He gave it often in Charge to his Family, to ſee all 
his Debts paid. My. Had he made noWill? Ph, 
Yes, long tincez; he had diſpatch'd That Aﬀair in 
his beſt Health : for he was us'd to ſay, That what 
3 Man does at his Laſt Gaſp, is rather a Dotage, than 
a Teſtament» My. Did he give any thing to Religi- 
ous Houſer, or Poor People * Ph. No, not a Croſs. 
I have given already (ſays he) in my Lite-time what 
I was able to give; and now, as I leave the Poſlc(- 
fion of what I have to my Family , they ſhall &'en 
have the Diſpoſing of it co03 and I truſt that they 
will yet employ it better than I my ſelf have done. 
Ma. Did he fend for no Holy Min about him , as 
George did £ Ph. Not a Man of *em. There was 
only his own Family, and two Intimate Friends 
about him. Mz. What did he mean by That? Ph, 
He was not willing, he faid, to trouble more Peo- 
ple when he went out of the World, than he did 
when he came in to't. Mz. When comes the End 
of This Story ? Ph. You ſhall hear preſently : Thurſ- 
day came , and finding himſelf extreamly: weak , he 
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kept his Bed. The Pariſh-Priefſt was then calld, 


' Fave him Extreme Union, and the Holy Communion 


but he made no Confeſſion, for he had no Seruple, he 
faid , that ſtuck upon him. The Prieſt began then 
to diſcourſe of the Pomp , Place , and Manner of his 
Burial. Bury me ( fays he ) as you would bury the 
meaneſt Chriſtian : Nor do T1 concern my ſelf where ye 
lay my Body ; for the Laſt Judgment will find it ont 
in One place, as well as in Another, and for the Pomp 
of my Funeral, I heed it not. When he came to men- 
tion the Ringing of Bells , the ſaying of Maſſes, the 
Bufineſs of Pardons, and Purchaling a Communion of 
Merits ; My good Paſtor ( fays he) T ſhall find my ſelf 
never the worſe, if never a Bell be rung 3 and One Fu- 
neral Office will abundantly content me : but if there be 
any thing elſe , which the publick, Cuſtom of the Church 
has made neceſſary, and that cannot well be Onnted , 
without giving a ſcandal to the Weak; In that caſe, 1 
remit my ſelf to your Pleaſure : Nor am I at all deſirous, 
either to buy any Man's Prayers, or to rob any Man of 
his Mcritsz Thoſe of Chriſt I take to be ſufficient , and 
T1 wiſh only, that I my ſelf may be the better for the 
Prayers , and Merits of the Whole Church , if I Live, 
and Die, but a true Member of it» All my hope is in 
theſe two Aſſurances. The One is, That my Sins are 
aboliſhed, and naiPd to the Croſs by my Bleſſed Saviowr, - 
who is our Chief Shepherd. The Other is , that which © 
Chriſt bath figned, and ſealed with his Holy Blood; By 
which we are made ſure of Eternal Salvation, if we place 
all our Truſt in Him: Far be it from me to inſiſt upon 
Meritss and Pardons; as if I would provoke my God 
to enter into Judgment with his Servant, in whoſe fight 
no Fleſh living ſhall be Fuſtifid. His Mercy is bound- 
leſs, and unſpeakable, and thither it is that 1 muſt ap- 
peal , from his Fuftice, The Pariſh-Prieft, upon _ 
words, 
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words, Departed ; and Cornelius, with great Joy and 
Chearfulneſs, (as one Tranſported with the hope of a 
better Life ) cauſcd ſome Texts to be read, to con- 
firm him in the hopeof a ReſurreQion and ſet be- 
fore him the Rewards of Immortality. As That out 
of the Prophet Iſaiah, concerning the deferring of 
the Death of Hezekias, together with the Hymn ; 
and then the 1 Cor. 15. The Death of Lazarus, out 
of St. John; but eſpecially, the Hiſtory of Chris 
Paſſion, out of the Goſpels, With what affeQion did 
he take in all theſe Scriptures ! Sighing at ſome Paſ- 
fages; Cloſing his Hands, as in Thankfulneſs, at 
Others : One while rapt, and Overjoy'd at ſome Paſ- 
ſages, and at Others, ſending up his Soul in ſhort 
Ejaculations. After Dinner; when he had ſlept a 
little, he cauſed to be read the Twelfth of St. Fohn, to 
the End of the Story, And here the Man ſeem'd to 
be Transfigur'd, and poſſeſs'd with a New-Spirit. 
Toward Evening, he calPd his Wife and Children ; 
and railing himſelf as well as he could, he thus be- 
ſpake them. | 


My deareſt Wife, the ſame God that jowid us,” ** 


doth now part us; but only in our Bodies, and 
That too, but for a ſhort time. That Care, Kind- 
neſs, and Piety, that thou ha#t hitherto divided 


| betwixt my ſelf, and the tender Pledges of our 


Mutual Love, thou art now to transfer wholly to 
Them : Nor cant theu do any thing more accep- 
table to God, or to me, than to Educate, Cheriſh, 
and Tuſtruit thoſe whom Providence has beftow'd 
upon us, as the Fruit of our Conjun®ion , that 
they may be found worthy of Chriſt.

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Piety towards them, and reckon upon my ſhare 
too, as tranſlated unto Thee. If thou doſt Thy, 
( as T am confident thou wilt ) thy Children are 
not to be accounted Orphans.

If ever thou ſhould? Marry again ———= 
With that his Wife guſh'd out into Tears, 
and as ſhe was about to forſwear the thing, 
Cornelius thus interpoſed : My deareFfF Sifter 
in Chrift ; Tf our Lord Jeſus ſhall vouchſafe to 
thee ſuch a Reſolution, and Frength of Spirit, 
be not wanting to thy ſelf in theCheriſhing of fo 
Divine a Grace ; for it will be more Commodi- 
ous, as well to thy ſelf, as to thy Children; but 


if thy Infirmity ſhall move thee another way, 


know, that My Death has freed thee from the 
Bond of Wedlock, but not from That Truft , 
which in both our Names, thou oweff in Com- 
.omon to the Care of our Children. As to the 
Point of Marriage, make uſe of the Freedom 
which Ged has given thee. This only let me 
 intreat, aud admoniſh thee, make ſuch a Choice 
of a HHusband, and fo difcharge thy ſelf towards 
him, in the Condition of a Wife, that either by 
his Own Goodneſs , or for Thy Convenience, he 
may be kind to our Children. Fave a Care then 
of Tying up thy ſelf by any Vow : Keep thy ſelf 
free to God, and to our Iſſue ; and bring them 
wp in ſuch a frame of Piety and Virtue, and 
take ſuch care of them, that they may not fix 
upon

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upon any Courſe of Life, till by Age, and the uſe 
of things, they ſhall come to underffand what 
is fittest for them.

After This, looking upon all 
that were preſent ; Tet before to Morrow-morning, (lays 


he) the Lord that ſandified the Morning, by Reviving upon . 


it, will deſcend, out of his Infinite Mercy, #o call this poor 
Soul of mine out of the Sepulchre of my Body , and the 
Darkneſs of This Mortality, into his Heavenly Light. 1 
will not have ye tire your ſelves in your Tender Age with 
Unprofitable Watching ; only let Ofe wake with me, ta 
read to me, and let the reſt ſleep by Turns. When he 
had paſt the Night ; about Four in the Morning, the 
whole Family being preſent, he caufed that Pſalm 
to be read, which our Saviour, praying, recited up- 
on the Croſs. When That was done, he call'd for 
a Taper, and a Croſs ; and taking the Taper, The Lord 
(ſays he ) is my Light , and my Salvation, whom ſhall 
I fear ? And then, -kiſing the Croſs ; The Lord (ſays 
he ) is the Defender of my Life, of whom then ſhall T be 
afraid ? By and by, with his hands upon his breait, 
and the Geſture of One Praying, and with his Eyes 
lifted up to Heaven, Lord Feſus (lays he) receive 
my Spirit. And immediately he cloted his Eyes, as 
if he were only about to ſleep; and ſo, with a 
Gentlc Breath , he dcliver'd up his Spirit, as if he 
had only flumher'd, and not expir'd. Mz. The 
leaſt. painful Death that ever I heard of. Ph. His 
N 4. Life 
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Life was as Calm as his Death. Theſe two Men were 
both of ?em My Friends; and perhaps I am not fo 
' ' good a Judge which of them Dy'd the likeſt a Chri- 

tian: But you that are Unbyaſs'd, may perhaps make 
a better Judgment.

I ain apt enough to 
believe that; for he's a Man to do any Part to the 
Life. Anſ. *Tis Right: -Do you not know a Farm 
that he has a little way from London ? Th. Oh! 
Very well. He and I have crackt many a Bottle to- 
gether there. Anſ. There's a way, you know, be- 
twixt two ſtreight Rows of Trees. Th. A matter 
of Two Flight ſhot from the Houſe , upon the left 


. Hand. Anſc That's it. One fide of the way has a 


dry Ditch, that's over-grown with Brambles ; and 
then. there's a little Bridge, that leads into an open 
Field. Th. I remember it. Anſ. There went a Re- 
port among the Country People , of a Spirit that 
walkt there ; and of hideous Howlings that were 
heard about that Bridge , which made them con- 


. clude it to be the Soul of ſome Body that was mi- 


ſerably Termented. Th. Who was't that rais'd 
this Report? Anſ. Who but Pool; that made this 
the» Prologue to his Comedy ? Th. What put it in 
his Head, I wonder, to invent ſuch a Flam? Anf. 
I know nothing more than the Humour of the Man 3 
for he loves to make himſelf Sport with filly Peo- 
ple. Pll tell you a late Whimly of his, of the ſame 


kind, We were a good many of us, Riding to ' 


Richmond, and ſome in the Company that you would 
allow to be no Fools. The Day was ſo Clear, that 
there was not a Cloud to be ſeen. Pool , looking 
wiſhly up into the Air, fell on the ſudden to Croſſing 
of himſelf, and with a ſtrange Amazement in his 
Countenance; Lord (ſays he to himſelf ) what do I 


ſee! They t1at rod nzxt him, asking him what it 


w-.S that he law; hs Cryi'd himiclt, more and more. 
In 
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In Merey ( ſays he ) deliver us from this Prodigy. They 
ſtill preſſing him more earneſtly, to ſay what was 
the matter. Then Pool fixing his Eyes, and point- 
ing toward ſuch a Quarter of the Heaven , That Mon- 
ftrous Dragon (ſays he) with Fiery Horns ; (Dore 
you fee him ? ) and look bow his Tail is turn'd up into 
a kind of a Circle, Upon their denial, that they 
faw any thing; and his urging them to look ſteadily 
-juſt where he pointed ; one of them, at Jaſt, for 
the Credit of his Eyes, yielded that he ſaw it too ; 
and ſo one after another, they all ſaw it; for they 
were alham'd not to ſee any thing that was ſo plain 
to be ſeen. In ſhort, the Rumour of this Portentous 
Apparition was in three days all over England; 
and it is wonderful , how they had amplif'd the 
Storyz and .ſome were making Expoſitions upon 
the meaning of this horrid Portent., But in the 
mean time, the Inventor of it had the Satisfaction 
of ſeeing the Succeſs of his Projet. Th. I know . 
the humour of the Man to a hair. But to the Ghoſt 
again. Anſ. While that Story was a foot , there 
comes very opportunely to Pool , one Fawn , a Prieft ; 
( one of thoſe which they call in Latin, Regwlars ) a 
Pariſh-Prieft of a Village there in the Neighbour- 

hood.) This Man took upon him to underſtand 
more than his: Fellows in Holy Matters. Th. Oh! 
I gueſs where abouts ye are. Pool has found out one 
now to bear a part in the Play. Anſ. They were a 
Talking at Supper of this Report of the Spefirum , 
at the Table; and when Pool found that Fawn had 
not only heard of it, but helieved it, he fell to cn- 
treating the Man , that as he was a Holy, and a 
Learned Perſon, he would do his beſt toward the 
Relieving of a poor Soul out of that terrible AMi- 
ction. Ard if you make any doubt of the Truth 
on't, ſays he, lift out the Matter ; and do but walk 
about 
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about Ten a Clock, towards that little, Bridge , and 
there you ſhall hear ſuch: Cries and Groanings , as 
, would grieve your Heart 3 but I would adviſe ye, 
however, for your own Security, to take ſome Com- 
pany that you like, along with you. Th. Well, and 
what then? Anſe After Supper, out goes Pool, a Hunt- 
ing, or about his uſual Sports; and when it grew 
Duskith, out went Fawn, and was at laſt, a Witneſs 
of thoſe grievous Lamentations. Pool had hid him- 
ſelf thereaborits in a Bramble-Buſh , and perform'd 
his part incomparably well. His Inftrument was an 
Earthen Pot, that through the Hollow of it , gave a 
moſt- mournful Sound. Th. This Story , for ought 
T ſee, out-does Menanders Phaſma. Anſ. You'll fay 
more when you have heard it out. Away goes 
Fawn home in great Impatience , tq tell what he 
heard; while Pool ,..by a ſhorter Cut, gets home be- 
fore him. There does Fawn tell Poo! all that paſt, 
with ſomething of his own too, to make the mat- 
ter more wonderful, Th. Well, but could Pool 
hold his Countenance all this while? Arſe He 
bald his Conntenance * Why, he carries his Heart in 
his Hand ;. and you would have ſworn that the whole 
Action had been in carneft. In the End, Fawn, 
u2on the preſſing Importunity of Pool, reſolv'd to 
venture upon an Exorciſm; and Slept not ene wink 
tac Night, his Thoughts were fo taken up with 
the Conlideration of his own Safety ; for he was 
mot wretchedly afraid. In the firſt place, he got | 
cogether the moſt powerful Exorciſms that he could 
tind; to which, he added ſome new ones, as by the 
Bowels of ſuch a Saint, the Bones of St. Winnifrede ; 
and aftcr this, he makes choice of a Place in the 
Fic'd, near the Thicket of Buſhes, whence the Noiſe 
camc.. He draws ye a Circle, a very large one, . 


with ſeveral Croſſes in it , and a phantaſtical Variety | 
of 
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' of Charadtersz and all this was perform'd in a fee 


Form of Words. He had there alſo, a great Veſtcl, 
full of Holy Water , and 'the Holy Szole ( as they call 
it ) about his Neck; upon which hung the begin- 
ning*of the Goſpel of St. Zohyn. He had in his Poc- 
kets, a little Piece of Wax, which the Biſhop of 
Rome us'd to Confecrate once a Year., commonly ' 
call'd an Agaus Dez, With theſe Arms in time paſt, 
they defended themſclves againſt Evil Spirits, till che 
Cowl of St. Francis was found to be more Formi- 
dable. All theſe things were provided , for fear 
the Fiend {hould fall foul upon the Exorciſt. Aud 
all this was not enough neither to make him truſt 
himſelf alone in the Circle ; but he concluded to 
take ſome other Prieſt along with him, to, keep. 
him Company. This gave Pos! an Apprehenlion 3 
that by the joyning of ſome Cunning Fcllow with 
him, the whole Plot might come to be diſcovered. 
So that he took a Pariſp-Prieft thereabouts, whom 
be acquainted before-hand with the whole Delign ; 
(and it behoved him ſo to do ) Behtdes , that he was 
as fit as any Man for ſuch an Adventure. The next 
day , when every thing was-1cady, and in order 
about Ten a Clock, Fawn and the Pariſh-Prieft enter 
the Circle. Poo}, that was gone before, Tels and Howls 
in the Brambles. Fawn gives a God-ſpeed to the Ex- 
orciſm, In the mean time, Pool fieals away in the 
Dark to the next Village, and from thence, brings 
another Perſon to Ad his Part; for there went a great 
many of them to the Play. Th. Well , and what 
are they to do? Anſ. They mount themlelves 
upon Black Horſes, and privately carry Fire along 
with them. When they came near , they ſhew'd 
the Fire to fright Fawn out of the Circle. Th. Pool 
took a great deal of Pains, I fee, to carry on the 


Work, Anſ. His Phancy lies that way 3 but _ 
5 fe] 
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fell out an accident that had like to have ſpoil'd the 
Jeſt. Th. How ſo? Anſc The ſudden Flaſhing of 
the Fire, ſo ſtartled the Horſes , that the Riders could 
hardly keep the Jades upon their Legs, or them- 
_ in the Saddle. And here's an end of the firſt 
Upon Fawns Return, Pool askt him very Inno- 
cently what he had done, as knowing nothing at all 
of the Matter; and then Fawn up with his Story, 
and tells him of two dreadful Cacodemons that. ap- 
pear'd to him upon Black, Horſes , their Eyes Spark- 
ling with Fire, and Flames coming out of their No- 
ſtrils ; and what attempts they made to paſs the Cir- 
cle, but that by the Power and Efficacy of his Words, 
they were driven away. with a Vengeance. This 
. Encounter put Fawn into Courage 3 ſo that the next 
day, with great Solemnity , he returned to his Cir- 
-cle. And when he had a long time, with much Ve- 
| hemence, provok'd the Spirit z Pool with his Com- 
panion, ſhew'd himſelf again upon their Blatk Horſes , 
and preſt on with a moſt Oztragious Outcry , as it 
they were fully determin'd to Storm the, Circle. 
Th. Had they no Fire? Anſ. None at all; for that 
did not ſucceed well : But you {hall now hear of ano-. 
ther Device. They had a long Rope, which they 
drew gently over the Ground ; and then hurrying 
from one place to another, as it they had been 
frighted away by Fawn's Exorciſms, up went the 
Heels by and by of both the Prieſts, and down come 
they upon the Ground , with a great Veſſel of Haly 
Water ; the Prieſts and their Holy Water , both toge- 
ther. Th. And this was Cother Prieſts Reward, for 
playing of his Part, Anſe It was ſo; and yet he would 
have endur'd a great deal more, rather than quit the | 
Deſign. 


Aﬀecr 
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After this Encounter , Fawn upon his Return , 
makes. a mighty Buſineſs to Poo}, of the Darger he 
had been in, and how valiantly he had defcated both 
the Devils with his Charms: And he was by this 
time, abſolutely perſwaded, that all the Devils in 
Hell had not the Power to force his Circle, or the 
Confidence {o much as to attempt it. Th. This ſame 
Fawn, I perceive, is next door to a Foo).. Anſ. Oh! 
you have heard nothing yet, to ſpeak of. When 
the'Comedy was thus far advanc'd, in very good time 
came Pools Son in Law. He's a pleaſant Droll, ye 
know '; the Young-man that married Poo!'s E1eſt 
Dawghter. Th. 1 know him very well, and no man 
fitter for ſuch an Exploit. Arſe Fitter failt thou? 
Why, I will undertake he ſhall leave his Dinner at 
any time, for ſuch a Comedy. His Father in Law 
acquaints him with the whole Buſineſs, and who 
but he to Aqt a Ghoſt. He undertakes his Part ; 
has every thing provided , and wraps up himſelf 


- In a Sheet, like a Corps, with a live Coal in a Shell 


that ſhew'd through the Linnen , as if ſomething 
were a burning. About Night he goes to the Place 
where the Scene of the Story lay. There were 
heard moſt doleful Mones, and Fawn in the mean 


time, lets fly all his Exorciſms. By and by, a good 


way off in the Buſhes appears the Ghoſt , ſhewing 
Fire by Fits, and Groaning moſt rufully. While 
Fawn was beſeeching him to ſay , who he was, im- 
mediately out leaps Pool, in his Devils Habit , from 
the .Thicketz and Roaring and Raging, This S:wl , 
fays he, is mine, and you have no Power over it; and 
with that, he runs up preſently to the very Edge 
of the Circle, as if he were about to fall violently 
upon the Exorciſt, After which , he loſes Ground , 
and Retreats, as it he had been either beaten cft by 
the Words of the Exorciſm, or by the Virtue of. the 

| Holy 
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Holy Water , which was thrown upon him, in great 
abundance. At laſt, when the Spirit's Protector was 
driven away, Fawn enters into a Dialogue with the 
Gboft; which, after much Intreaty and Importunity, 
confelt it ſelf to be the Soul of a Chriſtian 3 and being 
askt the Name; my Name (ſays the Ghoſt) is Fawn. 
Why , then ( fays Fawn) we are both of a Name; 
and the' very Thought| of delivering his Nameſake , 
made him lay the Matter more to heart. Fawn 
put ſo many ®zeftions, that the Ghoſt began to fear, 
that a longer Diſcourſe might make ſome Diſcove- 
ry, and ſo withdrew himſelf, upon Pretence that 
his Hour was come, that he was not permitted to 
Talk ary longer, and that he was now compelld to 
go away, whither it pleaſed the Devil to carry him z 
but yet promis*'d to return again the next day, at 


ſome lawful Hour. They meet again at Poo!'s Houle, 


who was the Maſter of the Shew ; and there the 
Exorciſt talks of his Atchievement 3 and tho'in many 
ny things he help'd the Matter, he believ'd himſelf 
yet in all he ſaid; fo heartily was he affected to the 
Buſineſs in hand. It was now manifeſt that it was 


the Soul of a Chriſtian that was faln under the Power 


of ſome unmercitul Devilz and in the moſt crucl Tor- 
ments ; ſo that their Endeavour is now wholly 
bent that way. There happen'd one pleaſant kind 
of a Ridiculous Paſſage in this Exorciſm. Th. I pre- 
thee what was that? Anſ. When Fawn had call'd 
: up the Ghoſt; Pool, that acted the Demi, leap'd di- 
realy at him, as if without any more ado, he would 
break into the Circle. Fawn tought with him a great 


while with Exorciſms, and whole Tubs of Hily Wa-. 


ter; and at laſt, the Devil cry'd out , He did not was 
lue all that , any more than the Dirt under bis Feet 1 
Ton, Sirrah,, (ſays he) have had to do with a Wench, 


aud you are my own. Many a true Word has been ſpoken

in jeaft : For ſo it proved, for the Exorcif finding 
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himſelf touch'd with that Word-, retir'd preſently

Pool finding that, withdrew , that he might not 
hear more than did belong to him: Th. A very 
Modeſt and Religious Devil. Anſ. Very right. Now

if he had not obſerv*'d a Decorum: But yet he over- 
heard the Prieſt appointing him Satisfaction: The 
And what was the Satisfaction ?

But what: became of you in the 
qnean time? A Horſe-man Unhors'd ? Ph. T con- 
ſulted with Neceſſity , and turn'd into the next Vil- 
lage, where I left my Horſe privately with an Ac- 
gquaintance | had there, and hired another in his 
Stead. I purſu'd my Journey 3; return'd , deliver'd 
up my hired Horſe, and finding my own Jade in 
as good Caſc as I left him, I mounted him again, 
and fo back to my Horſe-Courſer ; dcliring that he 
might ſtand in his Stable till I calPd for him. He 
askt me how he perftorm'd his Journey; and I ſwore 
as ſolenmly to him, as he had done, to me, that I 
never came upon the Back of a better Nag 3 and 
fo caſy too, that me thought he carry'd me in the 
Air; belide, that he was not one: bit the Leaner for 
his Journey, The Man was fo far perſwaded of 
the Truth of what I ſaid, that he began to think 
within hunſelf, that this Horſe was better than he 
took him for. Before we parted , he askt me if 1

That's true, faid 1, but T'm ſurpriz'd with an Oc- 
calion wherein ;the King is concern'd , and there 
mult be no delay. You may take your Qhoice , oh. 
; the 
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the Other , out of my Stables; but your Own # no 
#o* be had. How o, ſaid I? He tells me that he is 
fold. Heaven' forhid , faid I; pretending to be in 
a"great Paſſion; for as the Caſe ſtands, I would 
not part with him to any Man for 'four times his 
Price. And fo fell to wrangling about him , as if 
he had undone me ; and in the Concluſion, he grew 
a little Tefty too. There's no need (ſays he) of Il 
Langwage , you ſet a price upon 'your Horſe, and IT ſold 
bim; and if I pay you your Money, you can do no- 
thing 10 me: We are Govern'd bere by Law and you 


' cann't compel me to bring your Horſe again. When 1 


had clamour'd a good while, that he ſhould either 
produce th: Horſe, or the Man that bought him, 
the Man at aft, in a rage, throws down the Mo» 
ney: The Horſe coſt me Fifteen Crowns, and I fold 
him for Twenty, he himſclf valu'd him at Two and 
Thirty ; and fo computed with himſelf that he had 
better make That Profit of him, than reſtore him. 
Away go I, like one in ſorrow, and not at all pa- 
cifi'd with the receipt of the Money ; The Man de- 
firing me not to take it Ill, and he would make me 
an amends ſome ather 'way.

| He only complain'd that the Buyer never came to 
. take him away : but I have often reaſon'd the Mat- 


ter with him, and told him *twas a Juſt Judgment 
upon him for ſelling away my Horſe, This was a 
Fraud fo well plac'd, in my Opinion, that F could 
not ſo much as confeſs it -for a Fault. Ax. If it 
had been my Caſe, I ſhould have been fo far from

ftion; Why:, fays he, as all great Works do"; 'the 
main difficulty is the Entrance” upon 'them.. And

ſort of People greedy of money, and ſo much the eaſier to 
be brib'd to ſecreſte. *T'is againſt the ſtatute, I muſt 
confeſs to give Raſcals money to throw away ;, but yet as 
the Caſe ſtands 1 fee no other retreat, Balbinus was 
of that Opinion too; and laid down Thirty Crowns 
to be offerd them for a Gratuity. Ph. This let me 
tell you was a wonderful Liberalicy in Balbinus, Las 
In an Honeſt Cauſe you ſhould ſooner have gotten 
ſo many of his Teeth. This Proviſion did the Chy- 
miſt ſome ſervice; for the danger he was in was the 
want of Money for his Wench. Ph.?Tisa wonder, 
Balbings ſhould ſmoak nothing all this while. Za. 
He's as quick,';as any man, in all other Caſes, 
but ſtark bliad in*This. The Furnace goes up a- 
gain with New. oncy, and only the promiſe of a 
Prayer to the Yirgi» Mother in favour of the Pro- 
ject ; a whole year was now run our, and ſtill ſome 
Rub or other in the way, ſo that all the Expence ard 
Labour was loſt. In the /zrerim there full our one 
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moſt Ridiculous Chance. Ph, What was That ? La. 
The Chymiſt held a private Converſation with a 
Courtiers Lady, The Husband grew jealous, and 
watch'd him ; and in concluſion having intelligence 
that the Prieſt was in his Bedchamber, he went home 
unexp2&ed, and knockt at the door. Ph. Why 
what would he do to the man ? Za. Do? Why per- 
haps he would do him the favour to cut his Throat, 
or Geld him. The Husband threaten'd his Wife to 
force the door, unleſs ſhe open'd it. They quak'd 
within, you may imagin , bur conſidering of ſome 
preſent Reſolution, and the Caſe bearing no better, 
they pitched upon This. The man -put off his Coat, 
and not without both danger and- miſchief, 'Crept 
out at a narrow Window, and fo went his way. Such 
ſtories as theſe, you know, are ſoon ſpread ; and it 
quickly came to Balbinus himſelf, the Chymiſt fore- 
ſeeing as much.

Balbinus made no words ont, but ir might be read 
in his very Countenance that he was no ſtranger to 
the talk of the Town.

Nay I aſſure 
ye here's Vermilion, and Azure upon my Book, as 
well as (Crocus) or Saffron. Ca. 1 do not ſpeak of 
Crocus (which is Saffron) but you miſtake Crocorox 
( which is a Greek word ) for Crocus. Is it a Milita- 
ry Book that ſame ? For by the Boſſes and Plares 
upon't, it ſeems to be Arm?*d. Po. Look into'r, 
Ca.

But the Goſpel teaches us not to 
judge of men by Outward Appearances, For tho?

07. Po, Nay | know a man my ſelf that looks as In- 
nocent as a ſheep, and yet's a Fox in*'s Heart. I 
could wiſh he had as Candid Friends as he has black 
Eyes; and that he had as well the Yalze of Gold, as 
he has the Coloar of it, Ca. If he that wears a Woo!- 
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len Hat, muſt conſequently wear a Sheeps Head ;

And I ſhould approve ont too, but my Stomach will 
not bear it, C4. But St. Paul tells us that he*s no 
Servant of Jeſus Chriſt, that ſerves his Belly. Do 
you Eat Fleſh every day ? Po. Yes,when I have it, Cs. 
And yet you have a Robuſt Conſtitution' that would 
live upon Hay with a Horſe, or the Barks of Trees. 
Po. But the Goſpel ſays that thoſe things that go into 
a man, to not defile him, Ca, Neither do they, if 
they be taken Moderately, and without giving Scar- 
dal, But St. Paul that was a Diſciple of our Savi- - 
ours, would rather ſtarve than offend a Weak Bro. 
ther : and he exhorts us to follow his Example of 
becoming all things to all men. Po. Paul is Paul, and 
Polypbemus is Polyphemus, Ca. But it is e/£gor?s Duty to. 
Feed Goats. Fo. But I had rather Eat them (malim 
efſe.) Ca. Had you rather BE a Goatzſfay ye? That's 
a Pleaſant Wiſh. Po. But I meant Eſſe, pro Exere. 
Ca, Very pretty. Do you give Liberally to the Poor ? 
Po. 1 have nothing to give. Ca. But if you'd live 
ſoberly, and take pains, you might have ſomething 
to give, Po.1t's a pleaſant thing for a Man to take 
his Eaſe. Ca. Do ye keep the Commandments? Po. 
That's a hard Task. Ca. Do you repent your ſelf of 
your Sz ? Po, Chriſt has made SatisfaCftion for us.Ca. 
How can you ſay now that you love the Goſpel ? Po. 
Ple tell ye, we had a certain Franciſcan that was per- 
petually thundering out of the Pulpit, againſt Eraſ- 
mus's New Teſtament ; 1 caught the Fellow once by 
2 himſelf,

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himſelf took him by the hair with my left hand, and 
with my right I buffered him ſo well favauredly that 
yecounld ſee no Eyes he had : and was not this done 
now like a man that loves the Goſpel ? After this, 
I gave him Abſolution, and knocking him over the 
Coxcomb three times with this Book, 1 made three 
Bunches upon his Crown, and ſo abſoly'd him in ' 
Form.. Ca. This was Evangelically done, without 
Queſtion ; and a way of Defending one Goſpel with 
another, Po. I met with another of his Fellows that 
was ſtill raging tooagainſt Eraſmus, without either 
end, or Meaſure.

Po. When I come to be Old, it may be ſhall. But 
ſhall I tell ye the Truth,Cannmus? Ca. Im no Proeft ; 
And if you have a mind toCoxfeſs your ſelf, you may 
ſeek ſome body elſe. Po. I uſe to Confeſs to God, 
but for once, Ple dot to Tow. I am as yet (noper- 
feft but) a very OrdinaryChriſtiav, We have four 
Goſpels, and we, military-Goſpellers, propound chie- 
fly toour ſelves theſe four Things. F:r/#, to take 
Care for our Belles; Sccondly, that nothing be want- 
ing Below ; Thirdly, to.put money in our Pockets; and 
Laſtly, to do what we :ſf. When we-have gain'd 
theſe four Points, we drink and fing as if the Town 
were our own:And this is to us the Reign of Chrilt, 
and the life of the Goſpel. Ca. This 4s the Life of 
an Epicure, not of a Chriſtsan, Po. 1 cannot much

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\ muſt have a care how you engage your ſelf to Little 
people: For they care not what Tragedies they raife, 
for Peddling Summs ; whereas men of Competent 
Fortunes are more Tratable : Fhey are either re- 
ſtrain*d by Good nature, led on by Hope; or kept 
in order by Fear, for they know the danger of med- 
ling with men of Power: Orin concluſion, When 
ye are no longer able to ſtand the ſhock, ?tis but chan- 
ging of your Quarter, and ſtill upon earneſt bus neſs 
. removing from one place to Another : And where's 
the ſhame of all this 2? for a Knight to be in the ſame 
Eſtate with his Imperial Majeſty. If you find your 
- ſelf preſt by a Fellow of mean Condition, youare to 
bleſs your ſelf at his Confidence : And yet 'tis good 
to be-paying of ſomething ; but neither the whole ' 
Sum, nor to all your Creditors. But whatever ye

' ſhall a man brag of that has Nothing ? Ne. If you 
have laid up any thing for a Friend, let it paſs for 
your own. But it muſt be: taken ' notice of only s , 
by Chance. And in this Caſe, ?*tis good to'-bor- 
row Money, and ſhew it, tho? ye pay 1t dgain'the 
next hour. You: may put Coxrrers in your Pocket; 
and”tis bat taking a Right Crown or two ont; and 
making the reſt Chink: You -may imagin-—#Aa.l 
underſtand ye. Bur yet at laſt I muſt neceſſarily ſink 
under my Debt. Me. But Knights ye:'know, will 
handle us as they pleaſe. Ha. *Tis very true; and 
there's no Remedy. Ne. I would adviſe you to have 
diligent Servants about ye ; or no matter if it were 
ſome of your poor Kindred : ſuch as muſt be Kept 
however.

Ph, Hy, where have you been, 
Theotimus, that ye look ſo 
wonderfully Grave and De- 
vout ? Th, How ſo? Ph. 
You look ſo ſevere, me- 

. thinks, with your Eyes upon the Ground, your 

Head upon your left ſhoulder, and your Beads 

' in your hand. Th. My Friend, if you have a mind to 

know a thing that does not belong to ye; Ihave been 

at a Shew. Ph, Jacob Hall perhaps,or the Fzgler ;, Or 
ſome ſuch buſineſs, it may be. 7%. *Tis ſomewhat 
thereabouts. 24, Y're the firſt Man ſure that ever 
brought ſuch an Humour back from a Publique Spe- 
tacle. Th, But This was ſuch a Spetacle, let me 
tell ye, that if you your ſelf had been a Spectator, you 
would have been more out of Order perchance than 
I am, 7h, But why ſo —_ Religious,l pre*thee, 
4 on 
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on a ſudden ? Th. I have been at the Funeral of a 
Seraphim. Ph, Nay, Pray'e tell me, do the Angels 
die? Th. No, but Angels Fellows do. But to put 
ye out of your pain, you know Euſebius, I ſuppoſe; 
a famous, and a Learned Man. Ph. What do you 
mean ? £uſebins, the Peluſian; he that was Firſt de- 
graded. from his Authority, to the ſtate of a Private 
aan, and of a Private man made an Exile, and of an 
Exile, within a little of a Begger ? (I had like to have 
faid worſe.) Th. That's the Man. Ph. But what's 
come to him ? . Th, Be*s This day Bury, and I am 
juſt now come from his Funeral. Ph. It muſt needs 
be adoleful Buſineſs ſure, to put you into - this diſ- 
mal mood. Th. I ſhall never be able zo tell ye the Story 
without weeping. Th, Nor | to hear it without Laugh- 
7ng. But let's have it however. Th. You know that 
Euſebius hath been a long time Irfirm. Ph, Yes, yes, 
he has not been a far this many a year. Tb. ln 
theſe Slow, and Conſumptive. Diſeaſes, . *jis a Com+ 
mon thing for a Phyſician to foretel] a man how long 
he ſhall live, to a preciſe day. Ph. It is ſo. Th, They 
told their Patieat that all that the Art of man could 
do, towards his preſervation, had been done alrea- 
dy; and that God might preſerve him, by a A4:racle; 
but that he was abſolutely paſt all Relief of Phy- 
fick; and according to humane Conjecture, he had 
not above three days to Live.” Ph. And what follow?d. 
Th, The Waſted Body of the Excellent Euſebius, was 
preſently dreſt up in a Franciſcans Habit, his Head 
Shaven, his Aſh-colourd Gowl, and Gown, his Knorted 
Hempen Girdle, and his Franciſcan Shoes ;, all put on. 
Ph, As departing this Life? Th. Even ſo: and with 
a Dying Voice, declaring, that if it ſhould pleaſe 
God to reſtore him to the Health that his Phyſicians 
deſpair*d of, he would ſerve under Chriſt, accord- 
ing to the Kule of St. Francis; and there were - 
vera 
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veral Holy Men calPd in, to bear witneſs to his 
Profeſſion. In this Habit dy*d this Famous Man; at 
the very point of time that had been foretold by his 
Phyſicians. There came abundance of the Frater- 
nity, to aſliſt at his Funeral Solemnity. Ph. I would 
1 had been one of the Number my ſelf. 7h. It would 
have gone to the Heart of ye, to ſee with what Ten- 
derneſs the Seraphique Sodality waſht the Body, fitted 
the Holy Habit to him, laid his Arms one over ano- 
ther, in the form of a Croſs, uncover?d, and ki/s'd his 
Naked Feet ;, and according to the Precept of the 
Goſpel, chear?d up his Conntenance with Oyntment. Ph, 
What a Prodigious Humility was this, for the Se- 
—— Brethren to take upon them the Pariſh Offices 
of Bearers and Waſhers s Th, After this,they laid 
the Body upon the Biere ; and according to the di- 
reftion of St. Paul ( bear ye one anothers Burthen ) 
Gal. 6. The Brethren took their Brother upon their 
Shoulders, and carry*d him along the Highway to 
the Monaſtery, where they Interr'd him with the 
Uſual Songs and Ceremonies. As this Venerable 
Pomp was paſſing vpon the way, I Obſerv*d a great 
many People that could not forbear Weeping ; to 
ſee a Man that usg'd to go in his $:/k,, and Scarier, 
_ wrapt now in a Fraxziſcars Habit, girt with a 
Ropes End, and the whole Body diſpos'd in ſuch a 
poſture, as could not chuſe but move Devotion. For 
his Head, as I faid, was laid upon his Shoulder, his 
Arms, a Croſs ;, and every thing elſe too carry*d a 
wonderful appearance of Holineſs. But then the 
March of the Seraphique Troop it ſelf, Banging down 
their Heads, with their Eyes fixt upon the Earth, 
and their mournful Dz:rges: (ſo mournful ; that in 
Hell it ſelf there can be nothing beyond it.) All this, 
I ſay, drew Sighs, and Tears in abundance from 
the Beholders. Ph, But had he the five mourds too 
of 
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. of St. Francis? Th, I dare not affirm that for a Cer. 
tain; but I ſaw ſome Blewiſh Scars on his Hands, 
and Feet; and he had a hole in his /efe ſide of his 
Gown; but I durſt not look too narrowly, for. 
many People have been undone, they ſay, by being 
too curious into theſe Matters. Ph.But did ye not take 
notice of ſome that laught too ? Th. Yes, I did ob- 
ſerve it ; But they were Heret:ques, I ſuppoſe ;. there 
are e'en too many of them in the World. Ph. To 
Deal honeſtly with thee, in my Conſcience, if I had 
been there my ſelf, I ſhould have laught too for 
Company. Th.1Ipray God thou haſt not a ſpice of 
the ſame Leaven. Ph. There's no danger of Thar, 
Good Theotimus ! For I have had aVeneration for St. 
Francis, even from a Child ; He was one that was 
much more acceptable both to God and Man, for 
the ſtrict Mortification of his Afﬀections, than for 
any Worldly Learning, or Wiſdom ; and thoſe are 
His True Diſciples, that fo /zve in the Fleſh, as if 
they were Dead to it, and Ziv'd only in Chriſt - But 
for the Habit is ſelf, I value it not; and I would 
fain know what is a Dead Mar the Better for a Gar- 
ment ? Ph. Itis the Lord's Precept, ye know. 70t to 
give Holy things to Dogs, or tocaſt Pearls before Swine : 
And belide, if ye ask Quetgons to make your ſelf 
Merry with them, Vle tell ye nothing at all. But 
if ye have an honeſt deſire to be inforar'd, I am 
content . to tell ye as much- as I know. Ph. My 
Bug neſs is to learn, and you ſhall find me a diligent, 
a Docile, and a Thankful Diſciple. 7h. You know, 
firſt, that ſome People are ſo polleſs?d with Pride and 
/ Vanity, that their Ambition accompanies them to the 
very Grave; and they are not content, unleſs they 
be Bury'd with as much Pomp as they Liv'd. Itis 
not that the Dead feel any thing;bur yet by the force 


of /naginationthey take ſome Pleaſure in their Lives, 
ca 
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\ to think of the Solemnity, and Hagnificence of their 
Funerals, Now ye will not deny it, I ſuppoſe, to be 
ſome degree of Piety to renounce this weakneſs. Ph. | 
Ple confeſs it, if there be no other way to avoid the 
Vanity of This Expence. But I ſhould think it much 
more Humane, and Modeſt, even for a Prince to re- 
commend his Body to a Courſe Winding Sheet, and to 
be laid in the Common Burying-place by the Ordinary 
Bearers, For to be carry*d to the Grave, as Enſe- 
bius was, is rather the Change of a Vanity, than the 
Avoidance of it, Th. It is the Intention that God ac- 
cepts,and it is God alone that can juage of the Heart, 
But This that I have told ye is a ſmall matter, there 
are greater things behind. Ph. What are They ? 
Th. They'profeſs themſelves of the Order of Se. Fran. 
cis, upon the point of Death. Ph. And he isto be 
their ProteCtor in the Elyſzan Fields, Th. No, but 
in This world, if they happen to recover : and ir 
"pleaſes God many times, that when the Phyſicians 
have givena man for Loft, ſo ſoon as ever he has 
put on This Holy Robe he Recovers. Th. And ſo he 
would have done, whether he had putit onor no. 
Th. We ſhould walk with S:zmplicity in the Fazth,but 
if there were not ſomewhat Extraordinary in the 
Caſe, why ſhould ſo many Eminent and Learned 
men, eſpecially among the 1ral:ans, make ſuch a 
bus neſs to be bury'd in 7his hoſy habit ? But theſe 
you'l ſay are Strangers to ye. What do you think 
then of the famous Rodolphns Agricota ;, (one that I'm 
ſure you have an Eſteem for) and then of Chriſto- 
pher Longolius, who were Both bury*d ſo ? 7h.1 give 
no heed to what men do when they are under the 
Amuſements of Death. Pray?e tell me now, what 
does it ſignifie to a man, the Profcſſing, er the Clo- 
thing of him, when he comes to be aſſaulted with the 
Terrurs, and diſtrattions of his approaching Fate ?Vows 
ſhould 
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ſhould be made in ſound ſenſe, and ſobriety; they 
are frivolous elſe; there ſhould be mature Delibers. 
7502, Without either Force, Fear, or Gule: Nay they 
are Yoda, even without all this, before the Year of 
Probation be out: at which time, and not before, 
they are commanded to wear the Coat and Hood; 
(for ſo ſay the Seraphiques) ſo that if they recover, 
they .are at Liberty in two reſpeCts.For neither does 
That Vow bind, that is made by a man under an 
 Aſtoniſhment, betwixt the Hope of Lifeand the Fear 
of Death, nor does. the Profeſſion oblige any man, 
before the wearing of the Hood, Th, Whether it be 
an Obligation, or nor, *cis enough, that They think 
it one; and God Almighty accepts of the Good 
will; and This is the Reaſon that the Good works 
of Monks ( ceteris Paribus) are more accepcable to 
God, than thoſe of Other People; becauſe they ſpring 
from that Root. Ph. We ſhall not make ita queſti- 
on in This place, the Merit of a: mans Dedicating 
himſelf wholly to God, when he is no longer in his 
own Power. Every Chriſtian, as l take it,delivers 
himſelf up wholly to God in his Baptiſm; when he 
Renounces the Devil and all his Works, the Pomps and 
Vanities of the Wicked World, and all the Sinful Luſts 
of the Fleſh, and liſts himſelf a Soulgrer to fight under 
Chrift®s Banner, to his Lives End. And St. Paul ſpeak- 
ing of thoſe that Dze with Chriſt, that they may {ve 
no longer to Themſelves, but to Him that is Dead 
for them, does not mean This of Aonks only, but of 
all Chriſtians. Th, You have minded me ſcaſonably 
of onr Baept:[r, but in times paſt, if they were but 
Sprinkled at the laſt Gaſp, there was hope yet pro- 
' migd them of Salvation. Ph, ?Tis no great matter 
what the Biſhops promiſe, bur it is a matter of great 
uncertainty, what God will vouchſafe to Do: For if 


there went na mores to Salvation, than the Sprink-

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ling of a little Water, what a Gap were there o- ' 
pen'd to all forts of Carnal Appetites, and Licenſe ? 
W hen men had ſpent their lives, and their ſtrength 
ia Wickedneſs,till they could fin no longer, two or

' Now ifthe ſame Rule holds in your Profeſſion,and This 
 Baptiſm,it would make well for the Security of the 
Wicked, if they might LZ:we to Satan and Die to 
Chriſt. Th, Nay,if a man way ſpeak what he hears» 
of the Seraphique Myſtery, the profeſſing of a Franciſ- 
canis more Efficacieus than his Baptiſm. Ph, What 
ist.ye ſay? Th. Only our Ss are waſh'd away in 
Baptiſm ;, but the Soul, tho? it be purg?d, is left na- 
* ked: But he that is inveſted with, Thzs Profeſſion, is 
preſently endow?d with the Merits and Santi 

of the whole Order, as being Grafted into the Body of 
the moſt Holy Sogaliry. Ph, And what do ye think 
of him that is by Bapr:ſm ingrafted into the Body of 
Chriſt ? Is he never the better;neither for the Head, 
nor for the Body? Th. Hes nothing at all the better 
for this Seraphique Body; unleſs be entitle himſelf to 
it by ſome ſpecial Bounty, or Favour, Ph. From what 
Angel, 1 beſeech ye, had they this Revelation ?

Why then the 
Saints are worſe natur?d in Heaven, than they were 
upon Earth, We are told that Sr. Francis was of 10 
meek, a Diſpoſition, that when the Boys in the ſtreets 
would be playing the Rogues with his Cowl, as it 
hung down at his Back, and throwing 4k, Cheeſe, 
Dit, Stones at It, the Saint walkt on Cheerful, and 
Pleaſant without any Concern at all. And ſhall we 
believe him Vow then to be Chollerique, and Revenge- 
Full? One of his Companions once calPd him Thref, 
Sacrilegious, a Murtherer, an Inceſtuons Sot, and all the 
Villains in the world. His Reply was only, that he 
gave him thanks, and confeſs*d himſelf Guilty. Bux 
one of the Company wondering at ſuch an Acknow- 
ledgment ; I had done worſe than all this, ſays Sr. 
Francis, if God's Grace had not Reſtrained me. 
How comes St Francis now then to be YVindittive? Th, 
So it is, for tho? the Saints will bear any thing upon 
Earth, they?®l take no Afronts in Heaven,, Was ever 
any man Gertler than Cornelins, Milder than Antho- 
ny, or more Patient than John the Baptiſt, when they 
liv*d upon Earth ? but now they are in Heaven, if 
we do not worſhip them as we ought, what Dsſcaſes 
do they fend among us ? Ph, For my own Part, I am 
of Opinion, that they rather Cure our Diſeaſes than 
Cauſe them. But however, - aſſure your ſelf that 
what ye ſay to me is ſpoken toa man that's neither 
Profane, nor a Blab. Th. Go to then. I will tell ye 
ig Confidence, what I have heard as to this Matter : 


Be it ſpoken without offence to Se. Francis, or the 
Society. 
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Society. St. Paul, ye know, was endu*d with a Pro- 
found and Hidden Wiſdom, which he never publiſtd; 
but only whi/per'd it in Private to thoſe Chriſtians 
that were perfeited, So have theſe Seraphiques certain 
Myſteries alfo that they do not make Common z but 
'only communicate them in private to Rich Widows, - 
and other Choice and Godly People, that are wel- 
willers to the Society. Ph, How do 1 long for the 
Opening of this Holy Revelation! Ph. It was at firſt, 
foretold by the Lord to the Seraphique Patriarch, that 
the more the Society increaſed, the more Proviſion 
he would make for them. Ph. So that at firſt daſh 
Here's that Complaint anſwer?d, that their Growing 
ſo Numerous, is a Grievance of the People. Th. And 
then he revealed this further too; that upon his 
Anniverſary Feſtival, all the Souls of That Fraternity, 
and not only Thoſe that were of the Clothing, but 
'the Souls of their Friends alſo ſhould be deliver'd 
from the Fire of Purgatory. Ph. But was Chriſt fo 
familiar with St.-Francis ? Th, He was as Free with 
"'him'as one Friend or Companion is with another. As 
"God the Father' in former times, Communed with 
Moſes. Moſes receiv?d the Law firſt, from God bim- 
felf, and then deliver'd it to the People. Onur Savi- 
our publiſhed the Goſpel, and St. Francis had two Copies 
of. his Peculiar Law under the Hands of an Avgel; 
which he deliver?d to. That Seraphique Fraternity, Ph.. 
Now dol look for a Third Revelation, Th, That fa- 
.mous Patriarch, : fearing now, that when the Good 
Seed was ſown,the Enemy ſhould come, while men ſlept, and 
ſowing Tares among the W heat, they ſhould both be plucke 
up together, St, Francis was eag*d of This Scruple, "by 
'a "Promiſe from the Lord, that he would take Care 
that this {ribe of Half-ſhodd and Rope-gire People 
ſhould never fail, ſo long as the World eadur?d: Ph. 
-Why,what a Merciful Providence was This —_— 
or 
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for God would have had no Churchelſe. But pro- 
ceed. Th. 1t was Reveal'd, in the Foxrth place ; that 
no Lewd Liver could long perſevere in that Order. 
Ph.But is it not taken for a DefeCtion from the Or- 
der, if a Man live Wickedly ? ' Th. No 3 no more 


than it is for Renouncing of Chr:/#; tho? in ſomeRe«, 


ſpec, it may be ſo taken, when a Man denies in his 
Actions, what he profeſles in his Words. But who- 
ſoeyer caſts off this Holy Habit, that Man is irreco- 
verably loſt to the Society, Ph. What ſhall we ſay then 
of ſo many Convents that hoard up Money, Drink, 
Play, Whore, keep their Concubines publick, -and 
more than Ple ſpzak of ? Th. Thoſe People neither 
wear St. Francis's Gown, nor his G:rdle, And when 
they come to knock at the Door, the Anſwer will 
be, 1 know ye not ; for ye have not on the Wedding- 


' Garment. Ph,lsthere any more ? Th.W hy, ye have 


heard Nothing yet. The Fifth Revelation was This : 
That the Enemies of this Seraphique Order (as they 
have but too many, the more's the Pity) ſhould ne- 
ver arrive at half the Age that God had otherwiſe 
appointed them, without making away themſelves; 
but that they ſhould all die miſerable, before their 
Times. Ph, Oh!. we have ſeen many Inſtances of 
This; as in the Cardinal Mattheus, who had a very 
I1lt Opinion of this Socicty,and ſpake as hardly of them ; 
he was taken away, as 1 remember, before he was 
Fifty years of Aze. Th.*Tis very true; but then he 
was an Enemy to the Cherubique Order, as well as to 
the Seraphique; for he was the Cauſe, they ſay, of 
burging the four Dominicans at Berne; when the 
matter might otherwiſe have been Compounded with 
thePop:, for a Summ of Money. Ph. But theſe Do- 
aninicans, they ſay, had ſet up moſt Horrible Opini- 
ons, which they labour'd to ſupport by Falſe YV+ſions, 


and Afrracles; as that the Blefſed Virgen was tainted

have it then. Th. Our Saviour ſware further, to St. - 
Francis, that no man ſhould ever make an Ill end, that _ 
dy'd in a Franciſears babit. Ph. But what is it that * 
you call an 1/! end? Th. When the Soul goes directly 
out of the Boay, into Hell z from-whence there is no 
Redemption. Ph. So that the Habit does not free a. 
Man from Purgatory. Th. No, not unleſs he.gies up- - 
on St. Francis's day. But is it not a great matter,do 
ye think, to be ſecur*d from Hel! ? Ph, The greateſt 
of all, no doubt. But what hecomes of Thoſe That | 
are put into the Fab:t when they are Dead ery 
for They cannot be ſaid to die in't. Th. Tf they de- 
fire it in their Life-rime,thelWill istaken for the Deed: 
Ph. But I remember once in Antwerp, I was in the 
Chamber with ſome Relations of a Woman that was 
juſt giving up the Ghoſt. There was a Franciſcan 
by, (a very Reverend man), who obſerving the Wo- 
man-to Yawn, and juſt upon her laft Stretch, he'put 
one of-her Arms into his ſteeve, and ſo recover?'d that . 
Arm, and part of the ſhoulder. There was a diſpute 
rais?d upowt,' whether the whole Body ſhould be'ſafs 
for*t, or only That part which he had roucb'd. Th, 
There is no doubt, but'the whole Woman was ſecurd'; 
as the Water upon the Forehead of a Child makes the 
whole Child a Chriftian, Ph, Tis a ſtrange thing, the 
dread that the Devits haye of This Habit. Th, Oh! * 
they dread it motethan the ſign of the Croſs. When 
the Body of Eyfebius was carry*d to the Grave, there 
were Swarms' of Black Devils in the Air, as thick as 
Flies; that would bz b4zzing about the Body, and 
firiking at it, but yer durſt not covch'it': 1 ſaw This 
my ſelf, atid ſo'did many others. * Ph, But methioks 
his face; his hands, and'his Feet ſhould have been if 
Danger, becauſe (ye know) 'They were Naked. Th. 
A Snake will not come near the ſhadow of an Aſt, let 
it ſpread'never ſo far: Nor the Devil,within A 
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, Holy Garment ;,*us a kind of Poiſon to them. Ph, 
But do not theſe Bodies putrifie ?

Ph. If this be true, I would not give this, part of 
the Revelation, for the Apocalyps of St. Fohn: For 
here's an eaſie, and a ready way cut out, without 
Labour, Trouble,or Repentance ;, to live Merrily in This 
world, and ſecure our ſelves of Heaven Hereafrer. Th, 
And ſo it is. Ph. So that My wonder is over, at 
the great Eſteem that is paid by the World to this 
Seraphique Order.But I am in great Admiration on the 
Other ſide, that any Man ſhould dare to open his 
' Mouth againſt them. Th. You may obſerve where- 
- ever ye ſee them, that they are Men given over to a 
* Reprobate ſenſe,and blinded in their Wickedneſs. Ph. 
I ſhall be Wiſer for the future than I have been, and 
take Care to die in a Franciſcan Habit. But there 
are ſome in this Age that will have Mapkind to be 
juſtify'd only by Faith, without the help of Good 
Works : But what a Priviledge is 1t to be ſav?d by.a 
Garment, without Faith? Th. Nay, not too faſt, Phz- 
lecous. It is not ſaid, Simply without Faith ; but it is 
ſufficieat for us to Belzeve, that the things1 have now 
told ye were promiſed by our Saviour tothe Patriarc! 
of the Order, Ph. But will this Garment ſave a Turk 
too? Th.1t would fave Lucifer himſelf 5 if he had the 
Patience to pt zt 07, 2nd could butbelieye this Reve- 
lation.

; I have a publick Commiſſion, It might have been bet- 
; ter, 
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ter,: but there's Credit. enough in't to ſecure me 
from Contempr, and then *ris free from vexatious 
Attendances : which is as much as I ask';; ſo long as 1 
have ſufficient for my ſelf, and ſomewhat-upon occa- 
fion,to ſpare for my Friend ; whichis the very height 
of my Ambition. ' And then I have taken care to 
give- more Reputation to my Office, then-T have 
received from it. I hope Thave' done well in*t. Pe. 
Withour all Controverſie. G/. At- this rate of Govern- 
ment my Life has been long and eaſe tome, and I 
am grown old in the Arms and good eſteem of all 
my Companions, and- Friends.

In caſe of any miſunder- 
ſtanding, 1 do what I can, either to excuſe and ſoften 


it, or to let it fall, without taking notice of it ; or ' 


elſe, with good Offices to ſet all Right again. I ne- 


ver lov'd Squabbling and Contention ; but where 


there's no avoiding it, I chuſe rather to loſe my 


Money then my Friend, upon the whole, Iamfor 


Mztio?'s Character in the Comedy, I affront no 
man ; I carry a chearful Countenance tg all. I fa- 


lute, or refalute, with Heart and Good-will: I croſs 
no' mans Inclination : I;cenſure no mans purpoſes or 
doings; I am * not fo Self-conceited, as to deſpiſe" 


other 
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other people, and it never _moves me, when I ſee 
men over-value themſelves. That which I would 
have kept ſecret, I tell to no Mortal. I never was 
curious into the Privacies of other Men ; and if any 
thing of that Nature came to my knowledge, I ne- 
ver blab'd it. *Tis my conſtant Practice, either to 
fay nothing at all of the Abſent, or to ſpeak of them 
with kindneſs and reſpect : For half the Quarrels in 
the World take their Riſe from the intemperance of 
the Tongue. I have made it my Rule, never to pro- 
voke Differences, or to heed them : but on the con- 
trary, fo much as in me lay, either to moderate, 
or to extinguiſh them. By theſe means I have kept 
clear of Envy, and ſecur'd my ſelf of the Aﬀection 
and Eſteem of my Country-men. Pa. Did not you 
find a ſingle Life Irkfome to you ? G/. The ſharpeſt 
Affliction that ever befel me, was the death of my

Now that Humoyr of Merroderus pleaſes 
me a great deal better, in hi rat of the Bleſ- 
ſings of Life, *Tis a more tomfortable Proſpect, 
and it ſweetens the Diſguſts, and weakneſſes of Fleſh 
and Blood. For my own part, 'I have brought my 
ſelf to ſuch a Temper of indifference, as never to 
be tranſported with any violent Inclinations or Arver- 
ſions : and this ſecures me, whether my Fortune be 
good or bad, from either Infolence in one Caſe, or 
AbjeQtion or deſpondence in, the other. Pa. Make 
this good, and you are a greater Philoſopher thea 
either Thales, or Metrodorus theniſelves. ' G!. So ſoon 
as ever I find but the firſt Motion of any diſorder 
in my mind, ( as theſe Touches are not to be ayoid- 
ed) whether it be from the ſenſe of an Indignity or 
Aﬀeront, I caſt it immediately out of my thonghes, 
Po.

There's. no Miſery like that 
of a Guilty Conſcience : and I never lay my Head up- 
on my Pillow at night, till Ihave by Repentance re- 

6 , concild 
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concil'd my ſelf to God, for the Tranſgrefſions of 
the day paft. He that's well with his Maker, can 
never be uneafie within himſelf : for the Love and 
Prote&tion of the Almighty ſupports him againft 
all the Malice of wicked Men, Ez. Have you never 
any anxious thoughts upon the apprehenſion of 
Death ? G!. No more then I have' for lookin 
back upon the Day of my Birth. Iknow 1 mu 
dye, and to live in fear on't, may poſſibly ſhorten 
my Life, it can never lengthen it, ſo that my only 
Care is to live honeſtly and comfortably, and leave 
the reſt to Providence. No man can live Happily; 
that does nor live Yell. Pa. But to live fo long in 
the fame” Place, though "rwere in Rome it ſelf : I 
ſhould grow Grey, I Phancy, with fo much of the 
fame thing over .again. G!. There's ' Pleaſure no 
doubt on't, in Variety ; but, then for long Travels, 
though expericnce and” obſervation may make men 
Wiſe, they run the Risk of a thouſand Dangers, 
to ballance' that Prudence. Now: Tam for the fafer 
way of Compaſſing the World in a Map, and'lI cat 
find out more in Printed Travels, then ever Uhyſes 
faw in all his :zwenty years Ramble. I have my felf a 
Ville, fume two miles out of Town: when I'm There, 
I'm a Country-man ; and when I come back'again,I am - 
welcom'd, as if I had been. upon the diſcovery of 
the.

Doflors, 1 was never Ler-blood in 
my Life yet : and never medled with either Pill or 
Potion. When T feel,my ſelf any way indifpoſed ; 
change of Air, or a ſpare Diet, ſets me right again. 
Ex. Don't you Study ſometime ? Gl.. Oh by all means, 
"Tis the moſt agreeable Entertainment ot my Life. 
Bur nof. ſo, as to.make a Toyl of a Pleaſure. And I do it 
not for Oſtentatian, but.for the Love and'Delight of 
es it, 
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it, or for the informing of my Life and Manners 
After Dinner I have a Collation of edifying 
Diſcourſe or Stories , or elſe ſome-body to Read 
to me; and I never Plod at my Book above 
an- hour at a time.
